A Million Dollars May Be Involved in 
the Trouble, 


700 MUCH WIRE GOODS ON HAND. 


The Stone City Bank of Joliet, Ill, made an 
assignment for the benefit of its creditors at 6 
p. m. yesterday. James L. O'Donnell of 
Haley & O'Donnell, attorneys, was ap- 
pointed as assignee under bonds of $25,000. 
About the same hour George H. Mouroe was 
appointed receiver of the Joliet Enterprise 


company, manufacturers of barb wire. Seven- | 


tenths of the Enterprise stock is held by 
Henry Fish & Sons, who own the bank. 

The liabilities of the two concerns are said 
to aggregate nearly $1,000,000. The Fishes are 
gaid to be worth over that sum, and claim that 
they have turned over all their assets to 
O’Donnell. 

The financial disaster of the two concerns 
has paralyzed the business circles of Joliet. 
While vague ruwors have been in the air for 
two days regarding the alleged insecurity of 
the bank and the Enterprise company they 
were considered” incredible. The. several offi- 
cers of both concerns deny their responsibil- 
ty for the disaster, and what meager facts 
can be elicited from them serve only to en- 
velope the affair in mystery. All that busi- 
ness-mnen in Joliet can say is that the failure 
appears to be a most tangled affair. 

The owners of the bank are Henry Fish Sr., 
George M. Fish, Henry Manning Fish, and 
Charlies M. Fish. These men, it appears, 
blame the failure of the bank to the alleged 
mismanagement of the Enterprise company, 
but F. H. Connell, superintendent of the com- 


. pany, says the Fish people have been respon- 


sible for overloading the works above what 
‘the market warranted. The bank officials 
gay that they cannot resume business till the 
stock of the Enterprise company is sold. 

The bank it appears has recently been mak- 
ing bids for deposits, going so far as to offer 6 
and 7 per ceut. Many of the working people 
of Joliet, it is said, have put their savings into 
the concern on this account. : 

George Fish told the following story of the 
bank failure to a business-man yesterday 
morning: 

George Fish’s Story. 
“T visited Chicago yesterday and made ar- 


rangements for $100,000 from a bank to meet. 


the needs of our bank, offering as collateral 
warehouse receipts of wire and stock in the 
“warehouses of the Enterprise company. At 2 
o'clock this morning I was called up by tele- 
~phone and informed that there was to bea 


--*-fumeon our bank today. I urderstand that 


same news reached the 
thus preventing us from 
getting the $100,000 as expected. When the 
bank opened the people rushed in and asked 
We paid out cash as fast as 
it could pass over the counter. At 9:30 a. m. 
$50,000 had been paid out. We had only a 
small amount left and we had to inform the 
public that we could pay out no more. We 
had taken in about $250,000 worth of deposits. 
In this case we filed an assumpsit for $176,000 
on the Enteprise company. We were obliged 
to make an assignment and expect to satisfy 
prvery body.” 

One of the unfortunate cases in connection 
with the bank’s suspension was discovered 
last night. Miss Jennie Heath, a purchasing 
agent, who has an extensive line of customers 
in Joliet, called at the bank in the morning to 
arrange for the payment of some Chicago 
obligations. She bought a diaft on Chicago 
for $1,400. Before she reached Chicago with 
the draft the Joliet Bank had suspended and 
the correspondent bank in Chicago refused to 
The loss .of this amount, it is said, 
represents nearly all of Miss Heath’s savings. 
She was at a loss last night whether to lodge 
her claim in Joliet or Chicago. 

It is said that the run on the bank was 
caused by rumors set afloat by fifty men who 
were discharged from the Enterprise works 
last Saturday because, it was said, the works 
‘were overstocked. These men were paid in 
time checks due Dec. 15. When their checks 
were presented at the bank it is said that the 
Fishés refused to houor them till Dec. 15, and 
the men concluded that the bank was shaky. 
An official of the Enterprise company said 
that the Fishes had used the Enterprise com- 
pany asadumping ground for indebtedness 

the company would not involve per- 
senal obligations to the Fishes, while the bank 
wou!ld involve them personally. 

Lawyers representing creditors are as much 
in the dark as any one and refuse to give a 
list of their clients. Almost every family and 
business house in the city is said to be in- 
volved to some extent. 


Other Banks Give Aid. 


The bankers of Joliet agreed in the morning 
to temporarily aid the Stone City Hauk, if 
they could secure them with collateral other 
than that involved in the Enterprise company. 
About $10,000 apiece was secured from two or 
three banks. The First National Bank, of 
Which Fred Woodruff is President, advanced 
$10,000 on the alleged prdmise that it would be 
secured by a judgment note. The money was 
taken, but after the suspension Henry Fish is 
Said to have told Mr. Woodriff that he must 
come in with the rest of thecreditors. Thom- 
as Colburt some months ago sold the Fishes 
160 acres of land for $20,000. He took certifi-

The first and most important ifem repre- 
sents the attachment which was got out early 
yesterday morning and which provided for 
money loaned by the bank tothe wire com- 
pany. It is considered good and goes in as 
the most important bank asset. The Illinois 
Steel company 1s creditor to the amount of 
$170,000, 

The Illinois Steel company attaehment was 
subject to the attachment in favor of the bank. 

fhile these negotiations were under way the 
trust deed to C. J. Blair for $136,000, covering 
the entire plant, was placed on record. The 
appearance of this instrument closed negotia- 
tions between the two companies and an at- 
tachment was promptly filed by the Illinois 
Steel company. The trust deed took in what 
might be termed preferred creditors, and 
twenty or thirty mercantile firms 
will be provided for by that 
means. Qther firms filed attachments 
during the afternoon and evening, the must 
important being that of the Cleveland Rolling 
Mill company. The illinois Steel compauy 
was represented by Mr. Starling and Attorney 
Hutchins, who went to Joliet from Chicago 
as soon as the news of the flattening out of 
the wire company was _ received. The 
story that the Illinois Steel company 
encouraged the wire company in conducting 
manufacturing ahead of the demand and 
finally forced the company to the wall is not 
received generally at Joliet. The representa- 
tives of tne Steel company there do not think 
they have been treated fairly and intimate 
that an attempt has been made to freeze out 
their claims. 

The history of the Enterprise company is 
one of a continuous overstocking of the 
works. A few years ago the Fishes suddenly 
increased the capital stock of the 
company from $30,000 to $250,- 
000, The force of /men ‘employed 
was raised from a few to 550, making it the 
second largest wire mill in the world. Wire 
has been accumulating in the storehouses 
ever since. The main’. storehouse, 400x420 
feet, 1s full of material. Thirty thousand dol- 
lars’ worth of stuff is on hand, dnd there is 
$300,000 in grounds and buildings. 

Not Important to Chicago. 

The Chicago correspondent of the Stone 
City Bank is the Merchants’ National Bank. 
Vice-President Crosby said that the failure, so 
far as he knew, was of ro special importance 
to Chicago. While the Merchants’ National 
was the correspondent of the Stone City Bank, 
it kept’ no money with it, and would 
lose nothing by the failure. The auspension, 


however, was a surprise, as the bank has been . 


supposed to be financially strong. 

Other bankers here were not inclined to be 
alarmed in the least regarding the failure. 
None could be found who knew of any of the 
bank’s paper being held by Chicago banks," 
and no. loss was known of __ that 
could result to Chicago institutions in 
consequence of the failure. Bankers generally 
regarded the suspension as the effect chiefly of 
the peculiar circumstances of the bank’s con- 
nection with a barbed-wire corporation and 
not in any way reflecting weakness of the gen- 
eral financial situation. 

It is said negotiations have been opened for 
the sale of the Enterprise plant. 

The Stone City bank was a private bank. 
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DR. ©..H, M’GORRAY INSTANTLY KILLED. 


Run Down by aC., B. and Q. Train at Ash- 
land Avenue Crossing. 

Dr. Charles H. McGorray, 60 years old, who 
lived at No. 2505 Archer avenue, was instantly 
killed at the Ashland avenue crossing of the 
Chicago, Burlington and Quincy railroad last 
night. The doctor was driving north and at- 
tempted to cross the track in front of an in- 
coming C., B. and Q. passenger train drawn 
by engine No, 406, Engineer Miles, and in 
charge of Conductor A. S. Burke. The buggy 
was struck by ‘the engine and carried nearly a 
hundred feet on the pilot. Dr. McGorray was 
thrown out and terribly mangled by the 
wheels of the locomotive. 

M. J. Murtough, who is in charge of all 
the gatemen of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy, claims to have witnessed the acci- 
dent. He said last night that a heavy teain 
going north on Ashland avenue just ahead of 
the doctor’s buggy was crossing the tracks, 
but had not entirely got free of the path of 
the train. The gateman, he saya, did not 
close his gate because had he done so he 
would have shut the heavy team in on the 
track. Murtough says that the gateman 
shouted to Dr. McGorray, but that he did not 
seem to hear and drove directly in front of 
the locomotive. 

Dr. McGorray’s remains were taken to the 
morgue, where an inquest will be held to- 
morrow. 

Dr. McGorray was born in Rochester, N. Y., 
He graduated at the Ann 
Arbor Medical School in 1882 and had since 
practiced in this city. For some time he had 
been connected with the free dispensary of 
Rush Medical College. He was a member of 
the Knights and Ladies of Honor and made 
his home with his mother and sister at No. 
2505 Archer avenue. 

Mrs. John Markham of No, 5942 La Salle 
street, Englewood, was run down and instant- 
ly killed last night at the Fifty-ninth street 
crossing of the Rock Island road. Mrs. Mark- 
ham was 65 years old. She was on her way 
home from a neighbor’s and reached the mid- 
dle of the wide crossing as a freight traiu 
was pulling north and a passenger train was 
gomg south. Confused by the noise, it is 
supposed, she tried to pass’ in front of the 
passenger train and was hit by the engine. 
Death was instantaneous. The remains were 
removed to No. 5942 La Salle street. 


PROPERTY OF DEAD PEOPLE SOLD. 


The Coroner Auctions Off Unclaimed Ke- 
volvers, Watches, Guns, Etc, 

Articles of personal property that had been 
taken from dead people by the Coroner and 
unclaimed were yesterday sold at public auc- 
tion in the Coroner’s office, Senator Pnhilip 
Knopf, the Chief Deputy Coroner, acting as 
auctioneer. Revolvers, watches, guns, valises, 
umbrellas; and jewelry, etc., were sold and 
nearly $150 was netted. 

** Here’s your gun for the Lake View high- 
wayman.” “ Yere’s your revolver for work 
down-town here; it won’t shoot further than 
across the street.””’ “Start the bail rolling, 
gentiemen.’’ “Last chance.” “Sold to Mr. 
Eppenstein,’’ shouted the Senator, as ond 
after anzther of the revolvers were exhibited. 

Qne revolver went for five cents, another 
foradime. Mr. Strassheim of the grocery 
firm of Strassheim & Jaeger bought in revolv- 
ers enough to start an arsenal, He said he 
was going to arm each and every one of his 
clerks and collectors, and also his lady cashier 
and typewriter. There are to be no holdups 
in his store.

CITIZENS BUY ARMS. 


THEY PREPARE FOR AN ENOOUNTER 
WITH HIGHWAYMEN, 


A Gang of Robbers Making a Specialty of 
Going Through Street Cars in the South- 
western Part of Town—Mr. Davis of 
Mayfair Scares a “Dick Turpin” with a 
Toy Revolver—Theft of a Sealskin Sack 
Robbing Bodies in the Morgue—Mrs., 
Miller Dies of Her Wounds. 

The gun store man is right in it these 
days and is entitled toa seat alongside the 
coal dealer and plumber. His business is 
flourishing like that of the icemanin New 
York in summer time and his bank account 
is growiug at the rate that calls for extra 
pages in the big book in which accounts of 


‘customers are kept. And theterror of Lake 


View and others of his ilk are responsible for 
this sudden increase offwealth. 

Not deterred by the unfortunate incident 
that befell Tuwn Marshal O’Keefe of Lyons— 
whose $14 double-action révolveris now in 
possession of the masked highwayman—the 
citizens of Chicago are rapidly transferring 
their clothes into abiding places for all sorts of 
weapons. Men who couldn’t hit a barn if'in- 
side the structure with the door closed, are 
giving up their shekels for ** bull dogs,’”’ Smith 
& Wessons, and similar instruments of deat} 
and destruction. Thus armed they think it 
will be a chiily day forthe robber and a glo- 
rious day for them-when they meet. 

Mayor Washburne and Supt. of Police Mc- 
Claughry held a long consultation on the 
“epidemic of crime” situation yesterday. 
The Superintendent told the Mayor that many 
stories of robberies were‘exaggerated. Maj, 
McClaughry, later in the day, had a confer- 
ence with the Inspectors of the various dis- 
tricts, and one result of the deliberations was 
an order thatall people on the streets after 
midnight, if their actions or appearance were 
at all suspicious, should ‘be halted by officers 
and made to give an account of themselves, 

Robbing Street Car Passengers. 

Out in the southwestern part of town a 
gang of thieves have been making a specialty 
of robbing patrons of street-cars. They do 
not stop at passengers, either, for yesterday 
Conductor Tragnitz, on the Archer avenue 
line, reported that he had been robbed of his 
cap and badge by a gang of five men. Ac- 
cording toconductors and drivers at the Archer 
avenue and Wallace street barns the robberies 
complained of by Attorney Grinnell in his

letter to Supt. McClaughry are of almost 
daily and nightly occurrence. A gang, it was 
said, had been working the Thirty-first street, 
Halsted, arid Archer avenue lines for the last 
two weeks. The thieves are “‘ pushers’? who 
travel in gangs of four or five. Part of them 
board the car at the front platform and the 
rest at the rear. They then work toward the 


~p-eanter .of the car," hustling the person they 


have selected to rob. When surrounded on 
every side one of the number picks the vic- 
titn’s pocket. Then all the thieves jump off. 

“ The Thirty-firat street line is the favorite 
line for them,”’ said a conductor. ‘“ Lots of 
people who have money and jewelry ride on 
that line. The thieves get aboard at crowded 
crossings and do their work in a short time. 
They don’t jump on the old conductors’ cars, 
but take those of men who don’t know them. 
The old men warn the passengers when they 
get aboard. One night recently six girls 
got on H Thirty-first street car 
at Union avenue. Five of them got inside. 
The ‘gang’ was on the platform. They 
slammed the door and yobbed the sixth 
woman, and jumped off. A week ago Monday 
I saw a woman robbed under the electric light 
at Thirty-first and State streets. I told a po- 
licemnan at the Lake Shore crossing. He went 
back but made no arrests.’’ 

Even Take a Man’s Necktie. 

Another conductor said he knew of an in- 
stance where a man was robbed in a Thirty- 
first street car, even taking the victim’s neck- 
tie. 

** They don’t usually offer to fight,’”’ he said. 
“The oldest men know them and they button 
their coats and look out for their change when 
their cars ‘are boarded, One of the old con- 
ductors made them stop robbing a man. 
When he counted up his change was-$2 short.”’ 

At the Wallace street barns, where the Hal- 
sted street cars are housed, stories like the 
above were told. 

Attorney Grinnell’s letter was read last 
night to the details at all the police stations in 
the southwestern part of the city, and the offi- 
cers were ordered to watch for the thieves, At 
the various stations it was said that the 
policy of the City railway compaay favored 
the success of pickpockets. No car tickets 
are distributed to the police and men in 
plain clothes are compelled to pay their fares. 

“Of course we know of these robberies,”’ it 
was said at the Thirty-fifth Street Station. 
“They are committed when the cars are 
crowded and conductors are busy collecting 
fares. Officers in plain clothes should ride on 
the cars. Then we would have some evidence. 
How can policemen with families to support 
be expected to do that and pay out 50 cents a 
day for car fare?”’ 

Capt. Madden of the Thirty-fifth Street Sta- 
tion has written a letter to Inspector Koch in 
answer to the letter of Mr. Grinnell. He com- 
plains of the treatment of policemen in plain 
clothes in having to pay their fare. The Cap- 
tain says he will do all he can to stop the dep- 
redations referred to, but that his officers can- 
not pay out their own money to protect the 
patrons of the Chicago City railway company. 

John U’Brien, Fred Morrison, and Allen 
Johnson were arrested yesterday afternoon by 
Central Station officers on the street care at 
Clark and Van Buren streets, where, it is 
claimed, they were picking the pockets of the 
passengers. They are said to be well-known 
pickpockets. 


SCARED BY AN UNLOADED REVOLVER. 


The Masked Robber Flees at the Sight of 
Mr. Davis’ Toy Weapon. 

The lone horseman of Lake View is losing* 
caste. All his eiegant repose ‘of. manner is 
gone and he has of late taken to swearing 
vulgar oaths and holding up people under 
cover of darkness, only to be‘driven off empty- 
handed by men with unloaded toy revolvers. 
Such, at least, is the story told by R. M. Davis, 
a veracious man who hives in a lonely part of 
Mayfair, out in the Twenty-seventh Ward. Mr. 
Davis was not at home last evening, but his 
brother came to the door with a tin lantern in 
one hand and a small child in the other and 
talked for him. 


his revolver flashed in the dim light, ‘or I will 
shoot.’ 

‘‘ My brether went bens his pocket and 
pulled a little toy revolver. 28 was unloaded, 
but he pointed it at the lone horseman. 

“+l tdke a hand in that game, too,’ he 
said, and with that the ® wheeled and 
rode off as swiftly as he had Come,” 

It is to be hoped for the sake of the un- 
daunted terror of Lake View and the Chicago 
police that Mr. Davis was Mistaken in the 
identity of his assailant, If he keeps on being 
bluffed by red-headed countrymen and toy 
revolvers some of the bolder of Capt. 
Schaack’s officers will soon summon up cour- 
age enough to arrest him on sight, 

But while the man behind the black mask 
and thetrevolver was foiled in his attempts a 
gang of crdinary housebreakers met with 
better success in Mayfair. During Tuesday 
night the; broke open and -cobbed the resi- 
dences- of M. H. Kilgallen, A. B. Lewis, and 
J. S. -Catlow, securing a few dollars, some 
jewelry. and a quantity of clothing. 

The police force in Mayfair was consequent- 
ly doubled yesterday, there having been for. 
merly but one man on duty.

C. Greenburg, manufacturing farrier on Cot- 
tage Grove avenue near Thirtieth street. 

Yesterday morning Mr. Greenburg sent him 
with a box containing the seglakin coat to the 
Thirty-seventh street. residemee of the cus- 
tomer who had ordered i When Gaude 
reached Thirty-second stréeé and Cottage 
Grove avenue he was suddenly grasped from 
behind, the box snatched from him, and then 
he was violently pushed toward the edge of 
the sidewalk. As he fell he saw that the thief 
was a young man wearing & stiff hat and a 
brown overcoat. The nan rapidly down 
Thirty-second street toward’the lake. Gaude 
fojowed, but at Groveland avenue stumbled 
again. When he regained his feet the robber 
had disappeared somewhere to the north. 

The robbery was reported to the Cottage 
Grove Station and Officers Flansberg, Lan- 
deck, and Headtler were detailed on the case. 
They got the man’s description and finally 
found that the thief had rushed into a little 
candy store on Thirty-third §treet, near State, 
flung the box down and crie@ “ keep this tiil I 
come back.””’ When he came back at 6:30 he 
walk into the arms of the officers. 

Berry, the police said, was released a few 
days ago from the County dail, where he had 
been confined charged with stealing a suit of 
clothes from a Calumet avenue residence. The 
grand jury failed to indict him. 


STEALING CLOTHING FROM A CORPSE, 


Thieves Enter the County Morgue and Rob 
Dead Men of Ruiment. 

A man who will steal from a corpse is.gen- 
erally believed to be a pretty low-down, or- 
nery kind of an individual. There are some 
of these individuals in town, for the county 
morgue has been burglarized. The robbers 
did not steal the traditional coins that close 
the eyelids of those who lie still in death, but 
they did take clothing and shoes from bodies 
in the dead-room. | 

Tuesday night. these individuals who fear 
not the grewsome surroundings that would de- 
ter the ordinary burglar made a@ second visit 
to the institution, for their first call had been 
a fairly remunerative one for people of 
their caliber. The only thing hot nailed down 
at both ends that they wan was the clock 
that hung in. Deputy. 2an’s , office. 
When he looked up yesterday morning to see 
how late he wag in getting to work he uoticed 
the loss, and im the wrathful exclamations 
that came to his lips gave the first intimation, 
except the quiet tips given to the police that 
the morgue is on the regular route of the 
West Side Thieves’ Association. 

“This caps the climax,” said he. “ As 
long as thieves confined their eperauons to 
dead meu we could stand it, but when it 
comes to taking my clock I kick.” 

Two nights ago the body of a negro who 
had committed suicide was placed on the ele- 
vafor. When the morgue-keeper got around 
he discovered that some thief had been in and 
stripped the trousers from the corpse. A few 
days before a pair of shoes were taken under 
almost similar circumstances, and according 
to Morgue-keeper McMahon it is not safe to 
leave clothing around the building, as the 
bundles are invariably stolen. 


Mrs. Miller Dies of Her Wounds, 

Mrs. Laura Miller, the keeper of the little cigar 
store at No. 1235 State street, who was so brutally 
beaten with a car coupling pin Friday night, died 
at the County Hvuspital yesterday. Mrs. Miller 
was found in her store- Monday morning by the 
police, who had been summoned by the woman’s 
neighbors. She was sitting in a chair in the mid- 
dle of a room, of which the walls, the floor, and 
ali the furniture were spattered with blood and 
her head and face were covered with cuts and 
bruises. She had sat there. since Friday night, 
too weak to cry out or crawl to the street. She 
was almost dead from the loss of blood and the 
lack of food. Shesaidshe was assaulted by a 
man -whom she had employed Friday to do some 
paper hanging. All she knew of him was that his 
name was George. In some way he got the idea 
that she was wealthy, and, after assaulting her, 
he ransacked the house, getting $3. 


Had Stolen Property in Their Possession. 

The two men arrested Tuesday night by Lieut. 
Hartnett and Officer O’ Donnell have been identi- 
fied as William M. Kdwards, alias Howard, and 
Samuel Toulon, alias Brockey, members of*the 
Market street gang. On the men were found a 
gold watch and chain, two sets of cuff buttons, 
and other jewelry. Among other articles was a 
child’s plain gold ring with the initial “‘C” ep- 
graved inside.

MER. BAKER'S SUBMARINE BOAT 
MOVES UNDER THE WATER. 


The Last Test of the Season, Made Yester- 
day, Proves Entirely Satisfactory to In- 
ventor and Spectators—The Boat Sinks 
Beneath the Surface of the Lake, and, 
with Never a Ripple to Mark Its Course, 
Glides Along—Other Improvements in 
Contemplation, 


An experiment made yesterday in Lake 
Michigan off the mouth of the Calumet River 
at South Chicago proved conclusively that the 
near future will witness a new era in the sci- 
ence of harbor and coast defenses, A boat 
invented by George C. Baker of this city was 
run under the surface of the water, and was 

horoughly under the control of its operator. 

his boat was built last summer at Detroit 
and was given several trials.at that place, 
which were not, however, entirely satisfacto- 
ry. Several trials have been made since the 
boat was brought here, but until yesterday 
none were attended with that degree of suc- 
cess which assured its inventor that he had a 
boat which was practicable. 

Yesterday the waters of the lake were as 
smooth as the traditional milipond, and Mr. 
Baker decided to make one last trial before

putting his boat in winter quarters. A tug 
towed it down the river out into the deep water 
of the lake, and the crew of the life-saving 
station pulled out to witness the trial and to be 
on hand in case its services were required, 

Mr. Baker took charge of the boat, and be- 
fore testing its qualities as a “diver” gave it 
a short run on the surface. When the motor 
was set at work the boat shot along through 
the water at a high rate of apeed. Everything 
being in first-class working order, the lid on 
the coning tower was securely fastened, and 
the boat was off for a trip under the waves. 

Takes Its First Dive. 

Atter running a short distance it suddenly 
sank from sight and left not a ripple to show 
where it had gone. For severai minutes the 
party on the tug looked in vain for some rip- 
ple or current which would show which way it 
was headed. Suddenly, like a huge red por- 
poise, it shot up out of the water, only to dis 
appear again as soon aa the helmsman had as- 
sured himself that he was in no danger of 
running into the tug, which lay a couple of 
points to port. This time it was gone ex- 
actly one and a half minutes and came up 
within a few rods of the tug. The gaskets on 
the tower did not work satisfactorily and the 
boat shipped considerable water, so a stup 
was made to repair the damage. A tew min- 
utes’ work effected a remedy and the tower 
was closed again. Some acid used in connec- 
tion with the battery had on some previous 


| trip slopped over onto the rudder chain, and 


before the boat was well under way the chain 
parted and another halt was necessary. This 
damage was soon repaired and again the boat 
settled toward the bottom of the lake and 
made an excellent run. . oe 

Several times it was brought to the surface 
of the water and almost instantly disappeared 
again, always going through three actions in 
obedience to the hand at the helm. After be- 
having beautifully a seam forward started 
slightly, but the leak unfortunately was over 
the switchboard and Mr. Baker, fearmg that 
the water wofild make a short current and 
burn out his dynamo, decided to end the trial 
and the boat was towed back to its berth at 
the shipyard slip. 

Satisfied with the Experiment. 

Mr. Baker was thoroughly satisfied with the. 
boat’s showing, and all who saw the trial came 
away with the firm convinction that before 
many moaoths the long line of unprotected 
seacoast of this country would have a 
champion whose worth would deter the most 
powerful enemy in thie world. 

Mr. Baker does not propose to make any 
more trips this fali, but during the cold 
weather he will not be idle, as he has several 
additional features which he expects to have 
fully matured before spring, when the boat 
will be placed in commission again. When

he has everything to his .own satisfaction he 
will build a much larger boat on the same 
model, with which the naval authorities of the 
Uuited States will experiment. 

The boat is built in the form of an ellipse, 
pointed at both ends. The shell pruper is six 
inches thick, built up of three-inch oak six 
inches wide. Outside of this 1s a sheathing 
one inch thick. Between the inner planking 
and the sheathing is a waterproof, oiled can- 
vas. Its interior depth 1s thirteen feet and it 
has eight feet beam. The length over all is 
forty feet, and, with no allowance for ma- 
chinery, has an air space of 1,500 cubic feet. 
It is calculated that the boat will withstand a 
pressure of seventy-five pounds to the square 
inch, which in fresh water means a depth of 
150 feet. 

On the top of the boat is a coning tower 
about eighteen inches high by three feet in 
diameter which also serves as an entrance. 
The machinery used on the boat consists of an 
ordinary marine pipe boiler manufactured by 
Charles P. Willard & Co. of Chicago, sixty 
horse-power. A small Worthington duplex 
pump is used for feeding the boiler and for 
drawing the water ballast out of the reservoirs. 
The engine 1s also one of the Willard couypa- 
ny’s manufacture, and of the usual marine 
type. The electrical apparatus consists of a 
fifty horse-power motor and 232 Woodward 
storage ceils, 

How the Screws Work. | 

The motor is designed for a pressure of 220 
volts and has a maxifmum speed of 900. It is 
geared to two screws which are placed at 
either side on the center perpendicular, ana 
somewhat below the center. The screws are 
four-bladed, twenty-four inches in diameter 
from tip to tip, and can be driven at a maxi- 
mut speed of 1,025 revolutions a minute. The 
arrangement of these screws is Mr. Baker’s 
idea, and oneof the main features of the 
unique vessel. The screws are set on @ beveled

PREPARING TO SHIP SOUVENIR COINS, 


Movement of the Half-Dollars Will Rival 
the Trip of the “ Gold Train.” 

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 30,—[Special. ]— 
The moving of the World’s Fair coin across 
the country will be about as much of an under- 
taking as the famous shipment of coin in the 
** old train” which recently attracted the at- 
tention of the whole country. Edward G. Platt, 
son of ex-Senator Thomas C. Platt of New 
York, who is here as the representative of the 
United States Express company, which has a 
contract with the government to carry all 
coin and paver currency, gave some fig ures 
today showing the magnitude of the approach- 
ing work of handling the 5,000,000 souvenir 
coins. 

‘The coins for the Exposition,” said he, 
** will weigh in the neighborhood of forty-five 
tonsa, which is five or six times the capacity of 
an ordinary car. If these World’s Fair coins 
were piled up like cordwood they would occu- 
py a cubic space of 1,200 feet. Where is such a 
dead weight to silver that we are seldom able to 
carry more than $250,000 to $350,000 on a car, 
and the maximum amount is $500,000. At 
this rate it would take a train cf eight or ten 
cars to move the souvenir coins if they were 


carried in bulk. We get two-tenths of 
one. cent for eve milo that we 
carry $1,000 in silver,’”’ he said, “The dis- 


tance between Philadelphia and .Chicago is 
821 miles, so that if all the coin is taken to’ 
Chicago it will cost just $4,108. For short 
shipments from the Philadelphia - mint to’ 
Washington, Baltimore, or New York there is 
a uniform rate of $1 per $1,000,’

Opening the Convention. 

On the platform were city and State offi- 
cials, Poor BE same Gov.

LINES TO TALK. 


YOUNG MORSE REMAINS AT HIS 
MINNEAPOLIS HOME. 


Men Who Hold the Disputed Notes Discuss 
the Question of Forgery—The Amount 


Now Reaches More than $100,000—A 


Committee Will Ge to California for 
the Purpose of Seeking a Settlement 
with the Father—Suits te Be Com- 
menced. | 4 6 


Minnzapouis, Mian., Nov. 30.—[{Special.]— 
As stated in these dispatches last night, a 


large amount of allegedly forged paper, now 
found to approximate $100,000, has been found 
in the possession of various Minneapolis 
banks. A strong effort has been made to 
keep the matter from the public, not alone to 
save disgrace from falling upon an honored 
family but for the protection of Minneapolis 
banks and business-men who have been dis- 
counting the notes and who are liable to 
severe loss. The name of the al- 
leged forger is now said ~- to be 
George A. Morse, son of Elisha Morse, a mill- 
ionaire, now in California, who is one of the 
oldest and most prominent citizens of Minne- 
apolis. It is learned that the paper amounts 
to $74,000 bearing tha signature of the father 
and $30,000 bearing the signature of the son. 
The signature which is in dispute is that of 
Elisha Morse, and the alleged forgeries are on 
the reverse side of notes said to have been ne- 
gotiated by George A. Morse, who has been 
in business here for several years and 
stood high in the business 
world. The revelations were precipitated by 
a suit which the State Bank began two weeks 
ago in the District Court against George A. 
and Elisha Morse to recover $8,000 on a prom- 
issory note. The complaint merely set forth 
that the note was made by the first defendant 
and indorsed by the second, and that payment 
had been refused, The case will not come to 
trial, the bank dismissing the action on re- 
ceipt of the money from interested 
parties, It is now said that other 
notes bearing the indorsement of Elisha 
Morse and denied by him are in the possession 
of Jonas Brown, E. W. Herrick, and EK. R. 
Chadbourn. George A. Morse was not at his 
office today, but a member of the family was 
found there aad he stated that he thought the 
paper in dispute would not reach the amount 
named, $74,000. A banker who 1s one of the 
interested persons by reason of his association 
with holders of the disputed paper said oor 

**Until the papers this morning printed , 
Morse’s name with broad allusions attached 
the creditors had hoped to reach an amicable 
and satisfactory settlement. We had a meet- 
ing last night at which the matter of publica- 
tion was discussed. We did not wish to spread 
any suspicion of wrongdoing for the sake of 
innocent parties. The publication is unfortu- 
nate for us, as I fear that it‘will interfere with 
the negotiations for a settlement.” 


Mr. Morse Declines to Talk. 


George A. Morse is at his home, No, 2401 
Clinton avenue, but declines to see any one or 
give any word in regard to the disputed paper 
bearing his name. He has not been out of 
town and does hot intend to go. Mr. Morse’s 
refusal to talk about the case, however, did 
not prevent his friends, and, for that matter, 
others, too, from talking over the case with as 
much or more interest than before. It was 
said today that Morse’s financial troubles, 
which are undisputed, were dus to the aaso- 
ciations he had had with John F. Travis, the 
latter being said to be involved with Morse in 
transactions aggregating $80,000. Mr. Travis, 
however, when seen at his office today said: 
‘It is nonsense. It is true that I have sonfe 
business relations with Mr. Morse, but not to 
any such extent. I could not tell you this 
minute how we stand, but there is no occasion 
for such report asthis you have just brought.”’ 

Ralph W. Kirkham, Mr. ‘Travis’ counsel, 
said: ** That story is not correct. I have been 
attorney for Mr. Travis here for along time 
and I am ina position to deny it from my 
ewn knowledge of his business affairs. As 
for Mr. Morse and the intimations that he has 
forged his father’s name to notes or anything 
else, when you will show me a letter from 
Elisha Morse in: which he says that he believes 
that his son forgéd his name, or that where he 
mentions any particular note or other paper 
and says that he did not make the indorse- 
ment upon it, or when I shear from George 
Morse himself that he forged those signa- 
tures, then, and not till then, will I believe 
that he is guilty of a forgery.” 

Committee to Go to California, 


There was a meeting of interested parties 
last night at which it was arranged that a 
committee should visit California with a view 
to effecting a settlement with Mr. Morse Sr. 
if possible. 

It was stated today that the forgeries, if 
such they are, were discovered by a man who 
was offered sume of the paper. It was offered 
for discount at 15 per cent, which was such a 
shave on the paper of a man so well kown in 
the financial world that he at once wrote to 
Mr. Morse and received a reply that the signa- 
tures were not his« 

Louis K. Hull had some of the Morse 
paper, or rather he had a good deal of the 
Morse indebtedness, but he said today that 
he had gotten most of it secured before the 
expos6 came. He also admitted he had 
clients who had some of.the paper, but he 
declined to be interviewed about the matter. 

The State Bank acwon referred to above 
was kept quiet at the time it was in court. 
It was to recover | on a 
promissory note. The anaote, 
serted, was made July 20, due in three months 
from date, and was made by Geor to his 
father, and indorsed by the latter. e com- 
plaint.stated that the note bad been presented 
for payment to George, but he refused to set- 
tle, and that a demand madeto Elisha failed 
to bring the settlement. Otto E. Naegale was 
the last holder of the paper. Nov. 19 a stipu- 
lation was filed which dismissed the case, on 
account of the effecting of a settlement. The 
files in the case have just been returned to 
the vaults. 


_ Extended Over Two Years’ Time. 


These transactions are said to have extended 
over a period of over two years and were gen- 


_erally in notes under $10,000; in tact, some of 


them are said to have been on notes for not 
over $2,000. By the use of his father’s name, 
as alleged, he had little or no trouble in nego- 
tiating them "end securing extensions through 
the same means. Just how suspicion was 
aroused is not known, but as far back as last 
summer at least one attorney succeeded in re- 
covering for his client uver $6,000 on one of 
these notes. 

Yesterday in the District Court a suit was 
begun by Luther C. Lawrence to collect 
$203.08 on the check that was given on the 
Bank of Minneapolis, and it is likely that sim- 
ilar suits will follow. The amounts of the 
notes held by the banks cannot be ascertained 
with certainty. 

President Neiler of the Union National 
Bank admits that from $3,000 to $5,000 of the 
paper was at that bank, and it is presumed 
that several other banks hold a simular 
amount. ;

ARMOR FOR THE MAINE ACCEPTED. 


Successful Tests Made at the Bethlehem 
Proving Grounds, 

Betuienem, Pa., Nov. 30.—A successful 
government armor plate test took place at 
the Redington proving grounds of the Bethle- 
hem iron works today. It was a ballistic 
test and by its result 480 tons of armor were 
accepted by the Navy Department. It tested 
twenty-three barbette plates for the Maine, 
in building at the Brooklyn Navy-Yard. 
They are worth $850,000. The test was 
made in the presence of Commodore Folger, 
Chief of the Ordnanze Bureau. The plate is 
10 inches thick and 12 feet in height. The fir- 
ing was in charge of Lieut. J. F. Meigs, as- 
sisted by Robert Segur, who had charge of the 
electrical apparatus and photographing ap- 
pliances. Three shots’ were fired from an 
eight-inch gun. The projectiles weighed 250 
pounds, and the velocity was 1,400 feet a sec- 
ond, with a charge of 60'¢ pounds of Dupont- 
Brown hexagonal powder. The penetration 
was 1044 inches, 10% inches, and 10 inches for 
each shot respectively. 


HOT AIR FROM A RICH ZINC VEIN. 


The Ore Is So Warm That the Miners Had 
to Give Up All Work. 

Wess Criry, Mo., Nov. 30.—[Special.]—A 
strange phenomenon exists on the mining lot 
being worked by Bianton and Wyatt on what 
is known as Prairie Knoll, near this city. 
Blanton and Wyatt sunk a shaft to the depth 
of 164 feet; on driving a drift to the south- 
west hot ground was encountered twenty feet 
from the shaft while cutting on a heavy body 
of zinc ore, and the further the drift 
was cut the hotter became the ore, until the 
miners had to suspend work. A hole was then 
drilled on the head of the drift. Hot air be- 
gan coming through the hole when it was 
down but seventy feet. It was continued to 
the drift, but even an eight-inch casing would 
not permit the escape of the heat rapidly 
enough to permit working the ground, and 
work was again suspended in that shaft. The 
iron casing in the drill hole is hut enough to 
burn the bare hand. In cutting the various 
drifts which encountered this phenomenal 
heat rich zinz ore was penetrated.

IS NOT BUSINESS-LIKE 


EXPERT AOOOUNTANT HOLBROOK’S 
IDEA OF THE WATER OFFICE. 


He Declares That the System of Bookkeep- 
ing Is Clumsy, the Method of Ratetak- 
ing Inaccurate, and the Placing of Me- 
ters Inconvenient—No Blame for the 
Employes Except That They Owe Their 
Appointments to Politics—Recommend- 
ations—The Mayor Reads the Report. 


Expert Accountant and Financial Investi- 
gator Francis W. Holbrook’s report upon and 
recommendations for the Chicago. water-ratu 
office have been examined by Mayor Wash- 
burne. The method of the department is 
termed unbusiness-like and the work of rate- 
takers and the placing of meters ‘is pointed 
out as in need of reformation. No reflections 
are made upon the integrity of any of the 
officiais, the blame for existing and past diffi- 
culties being put upon the system of running 
the office. The report has been filed for refer- 
ence. It is essentially as follows: 

I found that there were fifty-seven current me- 
ter ledgers and fifty-seven meter rate-books to be 
examined page by page and month by month. 
This frequently required us to go back into pre- 
vious years’ books in addition to these 114 cur- 
rent books. Forty of these current books were 
‘exhaustively gone through with, and it is at this 

int that I suggest a discontinuance of further 

abor along this line. I have made voluminous 
memorandums of various kinds of errors, erasures, 
omissions, etc., appearing therein, and my 
conclusion is that a very poor kind of bookkeep- 
ing, with a poorer or no system, and an absence 
of any apparent practical business head in this 


. branch of the Department of Public Works are to 


a large extent, and possibly mainly so, responsi- 
ble for what has been chargea up to individual 
digressions of one or more of the city’s servants 
employed therein; and as I found it necessary to 

° k into the previous adrrinistration’s books 

learned that the methods in vogue now are an 
inheritance from former administrations, and un- 
doubtedly date back more or less to the organiza- 
tion of the city. oe ; 

Every employé there isa political appointee, 
and is not often a trained office man, much less a 
bookkeeper—a fact, I believe, which none there 
will dispute; nevertheless, my observation caused 
me to see that every man was busy from the first 
hour tothe last, doing as well as he could— 
“putting in,” as it were. “a good day’s work,” 
but under great difficulties. They stand actually 
elbow to elbow, and nearly against the wall, so 
that if any one passes behind them they are very 
likely to jog them in some way, and thus disturb 
their pen work. Their space and desk room is so 
limited that 1t is often necessary to pile one, two, 
and three ledgers on top of the fourth while they 
are opened and bei used. A good accountant 
could not be expected to do good work under such 
conditions, an much less an untrained ac- 
countant. Far more adequate accommodations 
should be given to the department, and without 
any delay. 

Another evil exists also. Each clerk seems to 
be, to a very large extent, an “independent dy- 
nasty”’ in himself. He gets hold, somehow or 
other, of matter to be put into the books, and he 
puts itin, and no one reviews it. If it goes in 
correctly, it is all right; and if it goes in incor- 
rectiy, it is all right—so far as any one going over 
it is concerned. If an error is discovered by acci- 
dent it is erased and other ures put in or left 
out entirely. If some consumer hasa meter put 
in his building it seems to start out all right 
from the mechanical department, but by the time 
the report should get to the ledgers to 
entered, 00 as to have its register taken each 
menth, it is quite as likely to disappear entirely 
before it gets there. Many instances of this kind 
have been accidentally discovered “by some one 
connected with the Water Department stumbli 
over a meter where it has remained undisturbe 
and its dial unwashed or viewed by a rate-taker 
for many months, for the reason that it had not 
got oa the ledger... And, of course, as soon as a 
meter is reported to the Assessor's Department 
such property is taken off the books in the Gen- 
eral Water Department and the consumer is not 
called upon to pay. 

Then, again, the custom seems to have pre- 
vailed to give to each clerk more or less latitude 
in correcting and adjusting disputed bills. The 
** say so’ of the complainant, if mgeoomnny made, 
is cause sufficient in many cases to get rid of him 
or her by “ correcting” the bill to suit. The fact 
is, there seems to be no referee and the clerk ac- 
cepts the situation and is his own referee. 


Brokoski Not an Embezzler. 


You are aware that during my examination very 
reasonable complaints have come directly to you 
from many of our most honorable citizens pro- 
testing against exorbitant bills rendered them in 
September and October of this year, and which 
you have referred to me, giving me authority to 
adjast same on some equitable basis. This is ex- 
actly what was expected from the late head clerk, 
as he was known—viz.: Mr, Brokoski—who 
was an entire stranger to me, and in whom 
I have now no interest whatever except 
to do him the justice. to explain to you 
the peculiar and very diifficult duties 
he ws expected to perform, namely--to do just 
what you have asked and authorized me todo; 
and as I believe you have no desire to have the 
cloud now over him remain one minute longer than 
he merits it, I single him out, as he has been most 
published as wrong-doer, and his own reputation 
is undoubtedly very dear to him—possibly, his 
main capital by which to earna living. I exam- 
ined carefully into his doings, but could find no 
evidence of his having been an embezzler—I don’t 
know that he claims to be a bookkeeper, or even 
a trained accountant. I should judge he was 
neither. But, bad he had a better “copy to fol- 
low,”’ he would undoubtedly have done better 
than he has, 

But there is another contributing element which 
enters into the general disorder of things ia this 
department, and which has been a very important 
factor in disputed and exorbitant bills rendered, 
especially during the months of September and 
October of this year, and to which 1 have pre- 
viously alluded. There appears to be between 
4,000 and 5,000 meters in various sections of our city, 
and all of these meters are expected to be “ visited”’ 
and their register taken each month by an army 
of ‘* ratetakers ’’ numbering seven men! This is 
an average of nearly 650 to each ratetakera 
month of twenty-six days, or about twenty-five 
meters a day to take the record of ; and if each man 
works six full hours a day it gives him over four 
meters an hour, or one every fifteen minutes. Now 
you will see that this is a physical impossibility, 
scattered asthe meters are. Twenty honest, in- 
dustrious men could hardly accomplish such a 
colossal task each month, and especially when 
it is a fact that in many places and in various 
parte of our city meters are set down in some 
ditch or hole that has first got to be bailed out 
before the dial of the meter can be seen even by 
a lighted match; others are often under rubbish 
of some kind and many cannot possibly be got at 
when the ratetaker calis, because cevered u 
with iron, coal, lumber, etc. With such diffi- 
culties to encounter I have inferred from the uni- 
form ——— of some monthly returns 
made y some of these men, and from 
the above complaints put into my hands 
to adjust, that the ratetaker, finding 
such difficulties to encounter, and such a task de- 
manded of him. he has in many cases probably

ag@of $25 or $30 worth of the cit,’s water for a 
period of months previously he finds his consump- 
tion of water from Sept. 6 to Oct. 9, 1892, amounts 
to .90, and he is called uponto pay this enor- 
mous bill and very naturally appeals to you for a 
just rebate, 


Small Fish Clog the Meters. ; 


This is only one of many like complaints that 
havecome to your and my notice from some of 
our most honorable citizens, firms, or corpora- 
tions; and, inasmuch as the meters have in all 
pte wath ar on registering fairly from month 
to month—that the water has actually been used 
by all these parties—but, having been vunly 
charged, fur many months. with having used a 
much smaller quantity of water than they really 
have used, they very naturally have been edu- 
cated by the bills rendered to honestly 
believe they were using the quantity called for 
by the bills rendered by the Metem Department 
each month. And now, when the true record 
comes in, they are, of course, astonished, and de- 
mand an explanation and arebate. It is a case 
of “‘under-reading” or “no reading” of the 
meter, and the question of myself, or any one, ad- 
justing such a matter equitably is too important, 
and I respectfully ask to be relieved from it, for I 
believe, from my investigation, that the water as 
called for has passed through the meters, and as 
a matter of fact, in some cases, more water has 
passe ve through than the meter has been able to 
register. 

The meters appear from the testimony of me- 
chanical experts to be as perfect as can be made, 
and yet my investigation has developed the fact 
that many meters were unable to register all the 
water passing through them by reason of getting 
clogged with sand and small fish. Especial was 
this the case where the mains were shut off for 
repairs or otber contributing causes, enough to 
suddenly send through the mains and into the 
connecting pipes sand and smail fish, which were 
only stop when the sand settled in the meter 
and the fish clogged the wheels. “A half pint of 
fish was taken out of one meter,” said Supt. 
Storm of the Mechanical Department. And in 
one of these cases, combined with a4 
complaint of ‘an exorbitant bill ren- 
dered, it was found upon examination, and a 
test made by the experiment of five diffarent 
sized nozzles—viz.: from two-inch down to five- 
eighths nozzle, that while the meter only regis- 
tered ten cubic feet with each nozzle, eleven and 
three-tenths cubic feet passed into the tank, 
show that the city was losing on each ten 
cubic feet one and three-tenths cubic feet of

ble imputation as to conduct or ability 
of any one individual at present employed 
therein, but wholly and entirely to the 
unbusiness-like methods existing and in use. 
And until this department is eliminated from 
politics and put in clrarge of a business head who 
will employ only trained and capable se:van 
payi each according to his ability, and, i 
proved both capable and honest, will feel that if 
administrations are ch by the people he and 
his assistants will not be removed except for 
cause, the enormous revenue due to the city from 
this source cannot be fully realized.

Mrs. Matilda Welch told the jury that she 
‘net Patrick Hurst while .he was visiting in 
Ireland about three years ago, and at 
time he acted strangely.: One night he re- 
fused to sleep in a bedroom in the house where 
they were visiting and slept on the floor in the 
attic, saying that ne did not feel clean enough 
to sleep in a bed,

ty of Hurst. 


Mr. Lowry Tells His Story. 

Robert Lowry, Treasurer of the Tookey Neck- 
wear company, who Monday night placed a de- 
tective in his office, No. 221 Fifth avenue, to, as 
he said, protect his interests from his partners, 
R. F. Nachtreab and T. 8. Tookey, said yester- 
day he had been having trouble with them for 
some months, “ Our constitution,” he said, ** pro- 
vides that a quorum of the stockholders may 
transact business. There are but three of us and 
the other two were always against me. They are 
going to have a meeting Monday to oust me 
from office, and as I have put all the money into 
the business I naturally objected. As there 
seemed to be no other way to protect my inter- 
ests 1 asked for a receiver.” 


Charged with Forgery. 

E. C. J. Shira, a young man in the employ of the 
Fidelity Life Insurancé company at the Unity

ALLEGED DISPROPORTIONATE RATES. 


Board of Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioners Hear Complaints. 

The alleged disproportionate rates charged 
by the railroad companies of Illinois upon 
certain classes of gouds engaged the attention 
of the State Board of Railroad and Ware- 
house Commissioners for several hours of 
their session held at the Grand Pacific yester- 
day. ; 

W. E. Keepers, General freight Agent of the 
Iliinois Central; Summer Hopkins, Assistant 
General Freight Agent of the Wabash; H. H. 
Cartwright, General Freight Agent of the 
Chicago and Alton, and J. T. Ripley, General 
Freight Agent of the Chicago, Burlington and 
Quincy, and Chairman of the Western Classi- 
fication commttee, were present. 

A. A. Abbott, Chairman of the Freight com- 
mittee of the Carriage Builders’ Association, 
and B. L. Berrington, representing the Im- 
plement and Vehicle club, were heard. Mr. 
Berrington complained that the local clase 
rates fixed by the commission were from 

to 75 per cent higher than 
the rates for the same distance between In- 
dianapolis and points in Indiana as well as 
between points in Ohio and Iowa. ‘Thus ship- 
pers outside of Illinois could get into the 
Various sections of the State for longer dis- 
tances and cheaper rates than the Chicago 
dealers. 

Mr. Abbott offered an amendment to re- 
duce by one-half all rates charged for vehicles 
which had been shipped once and returned 
unsold by agents. 

Objection was taken to this by the roads 
represented and the commission adjourned.

Regarding the street railway companies and 
their service complaint is made that more 
cars are not provided, but the report says that 
reform can probably only be brought about 
by the completion of elevated railroads. Re- 
garding the delays attending the paving of 
streets the report says: 

In some instances we found that the order for 
repaving a large section of a street had passed 
the Council, and that further proceedings were 
delayed at the uest of interested persons who 
were oy to bear their share of the expense. 
When the project was revived it would go forward 
one stage and again be stopped ; sometimes the or- 
der would be vacated; and in various ways work 
would be delayed until the season passed, and 
often the whole process would have tw be begun 
again, 

Considerable space is given to a discussion 
of the abuses in the Police Justices’ vourts, 
and this statement is made: 


There are so many abuses in these tribunals, 
and the system even at its best is so imperfect, 
antiquated, and unsuited to modern methods, 
that a radical change is necessary ; and when the 
inevitable remodeling of the municipal govern- 
ment of the city and of the county is undertaken, 
the reconstruction of the inferior courts will not 
a least of the subjects for profound consider- 
ation. 

The suggestion is made that the Law De- 
partment and Controller should pay more at- / 
tention to these courts. 


Like Child’s Play. 


_ County Treasurer Kern receives some atten- 
tion. The report says: 


The principal argument made by the Count 
Treasurer in defense of his non-compliance wit 
the demand of the city officials is that he has paid 
over his collections as promptly as any of his 
predecessors. Others justify him on the ground © 
that as the large sums of money he has are earn- 
ing interest for the benefit of some one, whether 
it be the County Treasurer or not, it is only a 
choice of persons whether some one shall be 
of the county party or of that of the ‘city. Mean- 
while the city is deprived of money which it 
ought to have. These collections began through 
the town officers in December last; they held on 
to every dollar they could until the last moment, 
for the reason that the money produced a profit;

definite ideas regarding the tariff could get 
through in two and a half months the Deme- 
crats, who ought to know just about what 
they want, should be able to begin in March 
and get through early in June. Nor is it nec- 
essary for them to appoint a commismon to 


‘collect information. There might have been 


some excuse for the First Congress doing 80. 
There can be none for the Fifty-third. Sta- 
tistics enough have been collected. The peo- 
ple are evidently sick of them. During the 
last campaign the evidence was laid before 
them that exports were increasing, wages 
going up, commerce developing, and the 
country prospering. But they said they did 
not want statistics, they wanted cheap foreign 
goods, and they voted for the Democratic 
candidates because they said they would give 
them. The duty of the Democrats is, there- 
fore, to furnish them by next summer at the 
latest. They can do it if they will work as 
expeditiously as the men of the Revolutionary 
era did. 


ONE TERM FOR THE MAYOR. 

The next Levislature should amend the city 
charter by providing that no Mayor shall be 
his own successor. There is no reason why 
such an amendment should meet with party 
or personal opposition. The present incum- 
bent of the office has said that he will not run 
again under any circumstances, and therefore 
the change in the charter could not be looked 
on as a slap at him. ’ 

The object of the amendment is well under- 
stood. It is to emancipate the Mayor, unless 
he is a willing slave, from the tyranny of the 
practical politicians, who begin by inoculat- 
ing him with a passionate eagerness for re- 
election, and then demand the control of the 
offices in his gift as the price he must pay for 
the gratification of his ambition, .The conse- 
quence is that instead of selecting men be- 
cause of their efficiency and honesty he 
chooses them because they are members of 
political clubs, because they come from a 
certain ward, because they are supported by a 
commiutteeman, or because they are in the 
habit of being delegates to nominating con- 
ventions. The Mayor may be allowed to se- 


. lect his principal officers to suit himself, but 


those heads of departments are given no free- 
dom in the choice of their subordinates, They 
take their orders from the ward bosses, either 
directly or through the Mayor. 

It is true thateven thougha Mayor knew 
that he could not be his own successor, he 
might out of pure shiftlessness, or thorough- 
going partisanship, allow himself to be run by 


much against it, Most men would be filled 
with a desire to make good records, and im- 
press the people with an idea of their activity 
and efficiency, so that when they did again be- 
come eligible they would command renom- 
inations, in spite of the opposition of politi- 
cians to whom they had not been subservient. 

The experience of most Presidents, Govern- 
ors, and Mayors who have sought immediate 
reélections of late years ought to convince 
future Chicago Mayors that they should not 
attempt tobe their own successors, It will 
not however. Nothing will doit but a posi- 
tive law. The exercise of power is 80 sweet, 
the flattery of politicians and friends is so per- 
suasive, that he who can resist the pressure is 
an exceptional man, He may have excellent 
ideas when he enters office, and may be de- 
termined to give the city a model administra- 
tion, but in a few weeks he is thinking of noth- 
ing but distributing the offices in such a man- 
nerasto securea renomination. But if he 
knew that he could not be reélected, while he 
might make promises to “the boys” before 
he went into office, he would not find it diffi- 
cult to break them—in the interest of good 
government—after he got in. 

It may be deemed advisable to give the 
Mayora term of three years instead of two 
if he cannot be reélected. It takes some lit- 
tle time foranew man, especially if he has 
never been connected with the city govern- 
ment, to learn the. mere office routine. By 
the time heis reasonably familiar with the 
city and its needs his term 1s half gone. He 
may have good ideas, but he lacks time in 
which to initiate and carry them out. If the 
Mayor held office for three years so would his 
subordinates—the Chief of Police, Controller, 
Commissioner of Public Works, etc, They 
would become more efficient than they can 
possibly be under the present system, It 
would be better for the city if there were 
some fixity of tenure to those places, but as 
there seems no prospect of that all that can 
be done is to lengthen the terms a little, The 
city’s business is conducted admittedly in a 
shiftless, haphazard sort of way. But it is no 
worse managed than would he that of a large 
manufactory if all the superintendents, man- 
agers, bookkeepers, and foremen were dis- 
missed every two years anda new set of men 
utterly ignorant of the methods of manage- 
ment put in. 

The most important thmg to be done, how- 
ever, isto provide that a Mayor shall not be 
his own successor. An amendmént of afew 
words will be sufficient to accomplish a re- 
form. which will be forthe benefit of every 
Chicagoan, of those who do tot pay taxes as 
well as of those who do. 
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THE IRRESPONSIBLE WATER OFFICE. 

No Chicagoan shoula be so unwise as to 
make any remarks about the loose way in 
which recent investigations show the affairs of 
the City of Evanston have been managed. 
For were he to doso the Evanstonian might 
retort that it appeared that the Water Office 
of the great City of Chicago was not run in 
strict accordance with business principles. 
Such seems to be the case. That important 
department, from which the city gets yearly 
& revenue of over $2,250,000 and ought to get 
much more, turns out to be run with a dis- 
regard of system the like of which does not 
exist in a private concern of a twentieth of 
its importance. 

The evils existing in the Water Office are 
not something for which the present admin- 
istration is specially responsible. All that can 
be said against it is that it has allowed the 
old lack of system to continue untouched so 
long. Vhis administration and its predeces- 
sors ought to have seen that a department 
from which the city got so much revenue in 
steadily imcreasing quantities was the one to 
be most carefully looked after and most 
systematically conducted. Nothing was done, 
however. There have been scandals in the 
Water Office before this, but while they led 
to changes of men they never led to a better- 
ment of methods. That is not so astonish- 
ing, however, for nothing is harder to change 
than a system of doing business after it oace 
takes root in a public office. It makes no dif- 
terence what party is in the routine re 
mains unaltered. itdefies the efforts of re- 
formers, if there are any. : 

Another reason why the Water Office has 
been the subject of less. supervision than al- 
most any other department is the easy use 
that could be made of it fur political pur- 
poses. Its employés are paid out of the re- 
ceipts of the office and not from appropria- 
tions made by the Council. Hence, while it 
was not always possible to put a maa on the 
police force or to provide for him in other 
bureaus of the Board of Public Works, there 
was always room for him in the Water Office, 
Thus it became a sort of loafers’ last hope. It 


was high time to end that system.

In the hands of private individuals the net 
revenues would have been half a million 
greater at least, What is needed is that the 
Water Office should be as free from partisan 
politics as is the Fire Department. Were it 
so it would be as efficient. Failing that, there 
should at least be an attempt to make the 
office a little less irresponsible, and to intro- 
duce some simple method of bookkeeping. 


AN HONEST DEMOCRAT, 

There is at least one Democrat who believes 

in the “tariff for revenue only” platform of 
his party and is in favor of legislating in such 
a way as to carry it out. He is Representative 
Mutchler of Pennsylvania, His program is 
as follows: 
. The first thing I would do would be to repeal 
the sugar bounty and restore the duty on sugar. 
Placing sugar on the free list deprived the gov- 
ernment of $50,000,000 annually in revenue and the 
bounty paid to the planters increased the loss to 
the government $8,000,000 or $10,000,000 more. 

I would also restore the duty on tea and coffee 
and add a little to the tax on whisky and tobacco. 
In this way you will get a genuine revenue tariff 
ou articles that are not real necessities of life, 
while you could take off the duties on articles of 
clothing, blankets, and carpets, which every 
human being and every household must have in a 
climate like this. 


This is simple and feasible. When Mr. 
Cleveland wrote in his ietter of acceptance of 
“the specter of impossible free trade,’”’ and 
when Democratic papers said that protective 
duties must be suffered to remain because 
otherwise there would not be sufficient reve- 
nue for the needs of the government, Tus 
Trrpunge showed them that by putting duties 
on tea, coffee, sugar, spices, and tropical 
fruits, and by°raising the beer and whisky tax 
if necessary, all the protective “‘ taxes’’ could 
be repealed with safety. Neither Democratic 
speakers nor papers were able to controvert 
those figures, which proved that English free 
trade was perfectly feasible from a revenue 
poiut of view. 

Representative Mutchler has come to the 
same conclusion and is not afraid to say so. 
Mr, Catchings of Mississippi thinks the sugar 
tax should be restored in order that some pro- 
tective duties may be repealed. The imposi- 
tion of duties on tea and coffee will permit 
the work of ‘“‘reform” to be carried still 
farther. -Are there no other "emocrats who 
will speak out as frankly? The election is 
over now and there is no danger in talking 
free trade or drafting free trade measures. 

It is not of so much consequence, however, 
what a Congressman thinks or talks, because 
Congress cannot meet for a little over a year 
unless the President orders an extra session. 
The Democrats in House and Senate may be 
eager to put through a free trade tariff bill, 
or at the least to repeal the McKinley law, 
but the people will be kept out of the cheap 
foreign goods they want for more than a year, 
unless Mr. Cleveland comes to their assist- 


‘ance. Hence instead of wasting time sn tell- 


ing what they will do when they meet the 
Democratic Congressmen should write to Mr. 
Cleveland, or call on him as soon as he is 
through duck-shooting, and insist that he call 
them together on the 5th of March next, so 
that they may do something as quickly as 
possible to show that they are not forgetful 
of their pledges to the people. Having met 
it would not take them long to decide how 
far they would carry out their promises— 
whether they would pass a free trade tariff 
bill or stop with a bill like that of 1846. Mr. 
Cleveland must take the initiative and the 
Democratic Congressmen should nag at him 
till he does,

. THE ERA OF LAWLESSNESS. 

It is perhaps unnecessary to say that Chi- 
eago at present is the dumping ground for 
tramps, vagrants, and thieves, and that they 
are supplying their daily wants at the expense 
of the tills, safes, and pockets of citizens. 
Added to those who have come and are still 
coming here, numerous others belonging here, 
both amateurs and professionals, appear to be 
engaged in the same disreputable business. 
The operations of the former are so largely 
confined to saloons as to give rise to the sus- 
picion that they may be Prvhibitionists in dis- 
guise, engaged in breaking up. the nefarious 
liquor business by daily abstraction of the 
cash proceeds, ‘ 

There is nothing extraordinary, however, in 
this criminal activity. It is ubservable at this 
season every year. 
tramps and thieves flock to the cities, as they 
can live more comfortably there through the 
cold period than in the country and their op- 


portunities for plunder are more frequent. 


That they appear to be in larger numbers at this 
time is undoubtedly duc to the World’s Fair. 
The recent dedication ceremonies attracted a 
crowd of them here and they have remained 
and will probably stay unti! the close of the 
Fair. Their numbers will be still further in- 
creased by the professional] criminals with the 
opening of spring. Bad as the situation is, 
however, it is bad everywhere. The dispatches 
daily bring accounts of thefts, burglaries, and 
other crimes of that class by organized gangs 
in the large cities, on railroads, and in numer- 
ous smaller business centers. Chicago, there- 
fore, is not exceptional in suffering at the 
hands of the criminal ciass. It is an annual 
municipal experience, but probably more con- 
spicuous in Chicago this year by reason of the 
unusual inducements attracting these unwel- 
come pests hither. 

Assuming that t&e existing condition of 
things is sporadic and to be expected this does 
no relieve the Police Department from the re- 
sponsibility of increased vigilance. Many of 
these petty saloon robberies are committed 
undoubtedly by amateurs and hoodlums in 
the neighborhood of the saloons, whose arrest 
ought not to be a matter of difficulty. Their 
very boldness is a sign that they are not pro- 
fessionals, for the latter would not take such 
risks for such small returns. To catch the 
professionajs requires expert detective work, 
but it ought not to be a difficult task to stop 
these depredations at the hands of tramps, 
loafers, and hoodiums. Chief Inspector Ross 
of the Police Department has suggested the 
right policy in dealing with them, and that 1s 
to arrest these loafers at sight, and if they are 
found arined or cannot give a trustworthy ac- 
count of themselves to send.them to the 
bridewell. There is no danger of making a 
mistake with these disreputables who may be 
found at any time hanging round saloons and 
cheap lodging houses. Inspector. Koss says: 
** As an illustration of what the men in the 
Central station are daily doing, I might say 
that when I reached my office this mornmg I 
learned that over thirty worthless characters, 


many of whom were found armed, had been | 


gathered from the streets last night. This 
work will continue. 
has been followed right along.” That is a 
good beginning, but it would have been more 
encouraging if ten times thirty of these dis. 
reputables had been run in. It certainly 
ought not to be difficult to find 
them when they are so abundant, and once 
they understood they were under police sur- 
veillance and liable to arrest at sight they 
would soon be in a panic.. The easiest way to

not going to make detection any after 
crime is committed. Half of this number 
will be assigned to the World’s Fair neighbor- 
hood, This leaves only fifty to be distrib- 
uted through the various sections of the city. 
It goes without saying that these fifty men 
will not embarrass the thieves or solve the 
probiem of protection. Inasmuch as of ne- 
cessity they will simply be the tools of Alder- 
men for political uses it is doubtful whether 
they would be of any use. The only hope of 
rehef is.that they can be utilized with the rest 
of the force for clearing the streets of disrep- 
utable characters and making them give an 
account of themselves. If this plan does not 
work then it wilf be incumbent upon the citi- 
zens to take care of themselves and not only 
go armed but use their arms promptly. After 
two or three of these thugs and loafers have 
been shot there will soon be an end of their 
depredations. There is no surer antidote than 
cold iead, If this does not work and the 
police prove themselves powerless then there 
will be no resort left except that which San 
Francisco once adopted with euch signal suc- 
cess. That last of all resorts, however, will 
not be necessary if the police do their duty 
vigilantly and thoroughly. Run in the tramps, 
vagrants, and disreputables and make them 
give an account of themselves, 


THE SILVER PROBLEM. 

The proposition by Alfred de Rothschild, 
one of the delegates to the International Con- 
ference, in regard to .he increased use of sil- 
ver, is attracting a great deal of attention. It 
is that ‘the great commercial countries of Eu- 
rope shall unite in purchasing for each of the 
next fivé years silver to the value of about 
$24,500,000, provided that the United States 
will continue for the same time its annual 
purchases of 54,000,000 ounces, and tha such 
purchases for European account shall be sus- 
per.dea whenever silver reaches the price of 
43 English pence per ounce of the English 
standard of fineness. That limit is about 
equal to 94 cents per fine ounce, or close to 
the average commercial price of silver for the 
year 1888, 

The plan is, in substanco, that the great 
powers of Europe combined shall collectively 
purchase a trifle over 60 per cent as mrch sil- 
ver as is bought by the United States for the 
next five years. In case the proposition be 
adopted the total purchases on both sides of 
the Atlantic would be barely 90,000,000 troy 
ounces per annum, or 70 per cent of. the 130,- 
000,000 ounces now produced by the silver 
mines of the world, Undoubtedly the ques- 
tion will be raised in the conference if the 
adoption of this measure reasonably can be 
expected to relieve the market to an extent 
sufficient to cause an important reaction in 
the price. If so it will be admitted that the 
purchase of two-thirds the quantity proposed 
has not resulted in lifting the price except 
during ushort period of speculative excite- 
ment, after which it. fell off to the lowest fig- 
ure ever known, It will be conceded that the 
increase in demand, due to purchases by this 
country, has stimulated a greater production, 
and naturally it will be asked if the proposéd 
augment of buying will not also tend to an 
increase of the quantity of silver to be taken 
care of by any who are interested in sustain- 
ing its selling price ata higher figure than 
that of the cost of production. If it be true 
that silver can be produced ata profit at 45 
cents per otince, and that in large quantities, 
the moderate increase in consumption pro- 
posed by Mr. Rothschild will hardly prove 
more efficacious than *‘a sop to Cerberus.”’ 

It should, however, be remembered that the 
limiting ratio of the Rothschild plan is twen- 
ty-two ounces of silver to equal one ounce of 
gold, The purchase of silver is not to be pro- 
ceeded with if the market for silver should 
rise so much that more than one ounce of gold 
were required to buy twenty-two ounces of 
silver. This is a much safer ratio than that of 
the Soetbeer plan, the widest ratioin the com- 
mercial market having been twenty-five to 
one, The difference may rot unfairly be at- 
tributed to lack of confidence in the ability of 
the United States to continue its purchases of 
4,500,000 ounces per month without reaching 
a silver standard, in which case the coinage 
value of the silver would at once sink to its 
actual commercial value, however low that 
might be, The twenty-two limit recognizes 
the recent depression in silver as having 
** come to stay,’”’ and in that sense the propo- 
sition is a business one, while leaving it an 
open question whether the difference between 
the two metals is likely to widen further on 
accoynt of increased production of silver, or 
to become narrower owing to the operation 
of other causes, It is so nearly accordant 
with facts as to suggest the probability that if 
the silger men had submitted such a ratio for 
adoption by,the United States it would ere 
this have become the rule with us, and have 
been accepted by some other countries with- 
out the calling of an international conference 
to pass on the matter, It also may be accept- 
ed as certain that the international adoption 
of a ratio far away from the commercial one 
could not be otherwise than a failure in prac- 
tice, with the sustaining purchases limited to 
70 per cent of the present production, while a 
much greater production for the future was 
invited by the fixing of an artificially high 
price for the metal.

OUR MUNICIPAL DEADLOCK. 

Eight hundred ordinances for various im- 
provements in the city were passed by the 
Common Council last July. Of these only 
about 200 are under contract and not moro 
than fifty have been carried into effect. Thee 
public improvements so heroicaliy resolved 
upon are not being made. The paving of 
streets and alleys is dormant, but the princi- 
pal thoroughfares are in a worse condition 
than ever, being torn up mostly at the instance 
of private companies, and those not thus in- 
vaded are left unvisited by the scavenger 
forces whose duty it is to keep them reasona- 
bly clear of mud and garbage. Practically 
nothing has been done under the ordinances 
passed because of the pressure of last sum mer, 
and the professed zeal for reform then dis- 
played by city officials turns out to be a hol- 
low sham. 

It was considered desirabie a few months 
ago that the streets and alleys should be paved 
to as great an extent as possible before the 
opening of the Fair next year. That is still 
to be desired. Butitis open to question if 
the remedy would not be worse than the dis- 
ease in case the carrying out of this work .be 
deferred till next May and then prosecuted 
during the followmg six months. Certainly 
it would beso for the great thoroughfares 
which are most likely to be frequented by vis- 
itors if net blocked up. Any citizen appealed 
to for an opinion regarding this matter, unless 
directly interested in contract work, would 
agree that as much as possible should be un- 
dertaken right away, because of the danger 
that the improvements cannot be proceeded 
with satisfactorily amid the excitements of 
next spring and summer. It may be neces. 
sary to go slow in the matter of street im- 
provement while the Fair 1s in progress, and 
a reference to this possibility ought to be suf- 
ficient to induce the resolve to goto work 
now. 

Such a resolve cannot be carried out unless 
on demand from the people. The city depart- 
ments are blocked with alot of do-nothings, 
and such vf their superiors as have some re- 
gard for the interests of the community are 
powerless to break the deadlock because those 


under them are appointed at the dictation of - 


politicians and thus toa great extentindepend- 
ent of their nominal superiors in office. Many 
of them do not know how to do the work they 
are paid for, and not a few of the rest are too 
lazy to lift a finger in excess of the minimum 
amount of exertion which satisfies their idea 
of duty to the taxpayer. It is so alike in the 
office and on the street. ‘The whole thing is 
one grand, comprehensive ‘“ dawdle,” in 
which nearly every: person nominally em- 
ployed is careful no}to do. too much and the 
others are idle much of the time in waiting 
for the deliberate do-nothings. It is not over- 
stating the case to say that any average busi- 
ness-man could take half the funds expended 
in some of the departments and with it get 
twice the work done, The whole system is 
overloaded with political deadheads and dead- 
beats engaged in sucking money from the tax- 
payers with hardly any reference to an equiva- 
lent in the shape of services recdered, 

Amid all this the great public is apathetic, 
and there is the trouble. If the people de- 
manded a reform they would have it. There 
need be no doubt about that. The good foiks 
of Detroit wakened up one day to the impor- 
tance of the occasion, and though their rem- 
edy is open to objection as having been of the 
Cromwellian order it answered the purpose. 
The reform can be brought about peacefully, 
without howling and withouta mob. But it 
seems probable the awakening of the people 
necessary to this cannot be accomplished b 
any mere general appeal. That has been tri 
and is nota success, The few who really 
want reform so much that they are willing to 
work for it will have to try some other plan. 
Perhaps none other would be found so efficient 
as the instituting of a house-to-house and of- 
fice-to-office canvass, not simply to a few big 
men who have the excuse of more business on 
hand than they can attend to, but among the 
great mass of taxpayers. They may shrink 
from this as too much of an undertaking, but 
might find the task less arduous than sup- 
posed, For it is natural to expect they would 
come across not a few others willing to take a 
portion of the burden, so that the first few 
steps would be by far the most difficult, In 
any event, something else than what has been 
done already must be tried or the effort at re- 
form be given up asa flat failure, with the 
acknowledgment: “ #phraim is joined to his 
idols. Let him alone.” Are the recent work- 
ers for feform willing to accevt that as the 
issue? 


THE PANAMA CANAL SCANDAL. 

The Panama scandal in Paris, now unpder- 
going investigation by a committee of the 
Chamber of Deputies pending trial in the 
courts, bids fair to result not only in ultimate 
disaster to the canal scheme but in a complete 
disaster to the reputations of several French 
politicians and journalists. The scandal was 
made possible by wholesale bribery of high- 
place politicians, financiers, and journalists, 
the latter being especially venal and ready to 
sell their columns to any speculation. Not all 
Parisian journalists have the sense of honesty 
that characterized Beauchamps in * Monte 
Cristo.” It is apparent that out of 1,300 mill- 
ion francs only 471 millions have been used 
properly. Over 800 millions clearly have been 
boodled or embezzled. It is no wonder, then, 
that two millions of French peasants and 
small tradesmen are complaining of this 
wholesale robbery and groaning over the loss 
of their hard-earned money. No boodling in 
American history can compare with it. 

So far as M. de Lesseps is concerned it will 
be charitable to assume that he was misled by 
error of judgment rather than that he was a 
deliberate ana intentional partner in apy 
boodling conspiracy. It would seem that he 
was carried away by his easy success in cut- 
ting a tidewater canal across a neck of level 
sand, lakes, and lagoons with the aid‘of the 
labor of 50,000 Egyptian fellaheen furnished 
him by the Khedive taskmaster. That was an 
easy, simple work as compared with the Pan- 
ama rock cut, the still insoluble problem of 
the Chagres River, the eight or ten feet rain 
precipitation in the rainy season, and the added 
obstacles of intense heat and deadly malaria. 
It is doubtful, indeed, whether 1.300 millions 
of francs twice told, even had ,they been ex- 
pended honestiy, would have sufficed to con- 
strict a tidewater canal along that route for 
ocean steamers, For a quarter of that money 
a much better canal can be constructed on the 
Nicaragua route, which the Americans should 
build with government assistance and under 
government control. The time is now ripe 
for it, The disaster which has overtaken the 
Panama Canal scheme should expedite action. 
Both the old parties in their platforms have 
indorsed the scheme cordially and generously, 
and Congress should at once pass the bill al- 
ready introduced guaranteeing the company’s 
bonds and placing the control of the canal in 
the hands of the government. 

Asto the Panama scheme it undoubtedly 
has received its death blow. Its directors are 
clamoring for thirty-six millions of dollars 
more with which to complete it, but it is not 
likely that the farmers and small capitalists 
of France, after being robbed by wholesale, 
will care to advance any more money for 
which they will have no added security. How 
the investigation will result is uncertain. The 
corruption isso widespread, involving as it 
does all the journalists of Paris and whole sec- 
tions of the Chamber of Deputies, that it may 


‘not be conducted with the purpose of expos. 


ing and punishing the boodlers, But in this 
case the hopes of the directors will be mors 
desperate even than they are now, for if the 
scandal is covered up the popular indignation 
will reach such a pitch that it will be useless 
to expect contributions. On the other hand it 
may require considerable adroitness and au- 
dacity to save the government itself from go- 
ing to pieces. One ministry already has 
gone down as the immediate result of the 
scandal. 


Curcaco has been under a fog bank for 
about a week past. The fog is not quite so 
bad as some of those which every now and 
then settle down over the City of London, 
hiding all fromm view and rendering even arti- 
ficial illumination impossible, It has hardly 
descended to the level of the streets, and some 
may say it was only acloud mass that hung 
above us. But there is not much difference 
between a fog and a cloud, except in the mat- 
ter of altitude. And it should be nearly time 
for the thing to move off, whichever it may 
be. It has afflicted the people of this city 
long enough. Suppose the clerk of the 
weather at Washington, or his subordinate at 
Chicago, “give us a rest,” and move the in- 
cubus to some other place, if he cannot follow 
the advice of Hamlet to the players, and “ re- 
form it altogether.’’ It is not fair to give us 
so auch more than our share as to invite the 
disparaging remark that all our efforts at 
abating the smoke nuwance hdve been of no 
avail, and that the infliction isa consequence 
of our own misdeeds in the matter of smoke 
creation.

‘The substantial re- 
ductions made in rents in the last generation 
have been inadequate to meet the diflieuity, be- 
cause the reductions have not kept pace with the 
appreciation of gold. The adoption of a bimetal- 
lic monetary standard would lead to a slight rise 
in the prices and a severe fallin the rates of inter- 
est would result in increased commercial activity 
throughout the world. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Nov. 30.—[ Special. ]— 
Representative Bland, Chairman of the Huouse 
Committee on Ceinage, denounces Baron 
Ruthschild’s plan presented to thé Interna- 
tional Monetary Conference. He says the 
silver circulation of the world is $4,000,000,000, 
worth 60 cents an ounce at a ratio of 15‘ to 
one of gold. To establish its value “at 43 
pence, as Rothschild proposes, de:monetizes 
one-third of the silver currency, . The United 
States would lose thereby §$100,000,000. He 
calls it ascheme to contract silver currency 
with the purpose of driving the metal out of 
financial channels. He thinks Cgngress will 
not accede to any such agreement, claiming 
that the people have shown by the recent elec- 
tion that they want silver as a currency. 


GLADSTONE AND “LABBY” FRIENDS. 


The Two Leaders Meet at Tea and Settle 
All Differences. 

Lonpon, Dec. 1.—The Chronicle announces 
that a formal reconciliation has been effected 
between Mr. Gladstone and r. Labouchere. 
Mr. Gladstone visited Mr. and Mrs. Labou- 
chere yesterday and took tea with them. A 
cordial interview between them resulted in 
the removal of all grounds of personal feel- 
ing, although Mr. Labouchere is unchanged 
in the opinion that intrigues led to his exclu- 
sion from the Cabinet. 

Japanese Warship Chishimaruakan Sunk. 

A dispatch fron Nagasaki-states that the 
Japanese war vessel Chishimarukan, bound 
from France for Japan,was sunk in a collision 
in the inlaad sea with the British steamer 
Ravenna. The Ravenna was baaly injured 
and its passengers were transferred to the 
British steamer Empress of Japan bound for 
Shanghai. The dispatch does not state 
whether any of the officers or crew of the war- 
ship were lost. 

Gladstone’s Majority Now Forty. 

The unseating of Nathaniel George Clayton, 
Conservative, increases Mr, Gladstone’s ma- 
jority to forty. Mr. Clayton’s offense con- 
sisted in giving a check to an ardent Conserva- 
tive, who used the money to organize a pic- 
nie.

FATE OF AN ELGIN BOY 


BERT JONES KILLED WHILE OOMMIT- 
TING A BURGLARY. 


Shot by A. F. Curtis, Who Was Lying in 
Wait for the Thief Who Had Entered His 
Store Twice—St. Joseph Judge Has a 
Narrow Escape from Being Indicted for 
Renting Property for Immoral Pur- 
poses—Evidence Against South Omaha 
Gamblers Thought Sufficient to Convict. 


Exa1y, Ill., Nov. 30.—[ Special. }—Bert Jones, 
aged 17, was killed last night while breaking 
into Arthur F. Curtis’ tin shop on Walnut ave- 
nue. Jones was the son of a respected ime- 
chanic, but was idle and associated with char- 
acters of whom the police were suspicious, 
Some time since he and a companion stole 
$70 from a shop in this city, but his father re- 
funded the money and the bey promired to 
reform. He did not live up to his promise, 
however, and refused to go to work. 

Recently there has been a number of small 
robberies here, Curtis’ store being entered 
twice. Curtis concluded it was .the work of 
persons living in the neighborhood, and was 
sure his store would again be visited. For a 
week or more he slept in his store, concealed 
behind a partition. He was well armed and 
trained himself to wake at the slightest sound. 

At midnight last night he was aroused by 
some one forcing an entrance to the store, 
Curtis waited until the burglar got inside and 
then fired. The intruder fled, followed by 
Curtis. A few yards from the store he came 
upon the dead budy of Jones. The youn 
man had been shot in the head. Curtis calle 
a neighbor and the dead body was removed to 
an undertaking establishment. Curtis sur- 
rendered to the police, but was released this 
afternoon, a Coroner’s jury exonerating him, 

It is believed Jones committed most of the 
recent burglaries here, and now that he is 
dead storekeepers will rest more secure. 


JUDGE WOODSON NOT INDICTED, 


He Owns Property the Grand Jury Finds 
Is Rented for Immoral Purposes. 

Sr. Joszrpu, Mo., Nov. 30.—[Special. |—The 
sensation caused’ by the arrest yesterday of 
haif dozen prominent people who had been 
indicted by the grand jury on the charge of 
renting houses to be used as dives and bawdy- 
houses was increased today when it was 
learned that had it not been for a mistake of 
the grand jury as to the ownership of certain 
property the Judge to who:n the indictments 
were returned might also have been indicted. 
The Judge is Silas Woodson, ex-Governor of 
Missouri. His nephew, Stephen Wvodson, 
President of the Saxton National Bank, was 
indicted on the supposition that he owned 
property on the corner of Fourth and Francis 
streets, and a portion of which, it is aileged, 
is occupied by street-walkers. 

Today an investigation of the county records 
showed that the property was owned by Judge 
Woodson, His nephew, Stephen Woodson, 
admitted the fact, but. declared that he was 
the agent for it-and that his uncle knew noth- 
ing about the people who occupied it. Had 
the grand jury been cognizant of the fact 
when inaking the investigation it would un- 
doubtedly have indicted the Judge who had 
just charged it as to its duty. 

It is now believed that the grand jury was 
spurred on to.make these investigations by 
the charge of Judge Woodson, who particu- 
larly impressed on the members the necessity 
of looking after gainblers and bawdy-house 
keepers. And indictment was returned today 
against ex-County Clerk Ph'l Rogers for rent 
ing property for immoral purposes. All those 
indicted have been placed under bonds except 
Mr. Rogers, who 1s in Oklahoma, He will be 
arrested on his return, 


EVIDENCE AGAINST THE GAMBLERS. 


A Person Said to, Have Been Found Who 
Saw Mayor Miller Murdered.

The two men are 
said to answer the description of Mayor Mill- 
er’s companions of the da.® he was found 
dead. Another clew the detectives picked up 
was atelegram from Berlin in Kansas City 
to a South Omaha man asking for the Omaha 
papers of the day after Millerwas murdered. 
With the suspicion thus p inting to the two 
gamblers a detective has been shadowing 
them and been in their company every day 
fur anumber of weeks. Another detective 
has worked in the vicinity of where the crime 
is alleged to have been committed, and it is 
said he has found a persoa who saw the fatal 
shot tired and has identified Berlin and Havs 
as being the two men who were with the Mayor 
when he went into the weeds near Dodge 
street. Dick Berlin, one of the men under ar- 
rest, is not over 30 vears of age. He has been 
in South Omaha fortwo or three years and 
has conducted a large gambling-house. He 
closed down when Mayor Miller’s order was 
issued and has not reopened, although he had 
refitted and refurnished his place and expected 
to resume business ina short time. Charles 
Hays, the other suspect, is also about 30 years 
age aud is unmarried. He has been in South 
Onnaha since last May. The men will havea 
hearing tomorrow.

ing submnergence beneath the waves are the 
victims of collisions, and these, as might 
naturally be expected, are most frequent in 
the crowded waters of our own harbors and 
their approaches. . 

The chief economic purpose served by 
wreck raising is the keeping clear of impedi- 
ments the fairways leading to the large sea- 
ports. Sensational wreck raising attracts the 
attention of the whole civilized world, espe- 
cially when the catastrophe which resulted in 
the sinking of the vessel was attended by an 
awful life loss or other sonsational features,— 
Chambers’ Journal.

The Rev. Job Turner, Episcopal Mission- 
ary. Has Lived Seventy-two Years. 

The Rev. Job Turner is a venerable, white- 
haired mah who has for seventy-two years 
lived without hearing a sound or speaking a 
single word, but: who has forgotten hi» own 
troubles in trying to help others whose speech 
and hearing are gone. He is an ordained 
Episcop&l missionary for the Southern States. 
He smiled yesterday at the Grand Pacific in. 
answer to the written auestion and wrote in 
reply the following regarding his work: 

“ The Rev. Job Tarner of Staunton, Va., a 
fully ordained Episcopal missionary among 
deaf mutes in the Southern States, returned 
here this morning after an absence: of two 
weeks, during which time he visited the deaf 
in Denver, Colorado Springs, and El Paso, 
Tex. He was @ guest of the Colorado Insti- 
tute for Deaf and Dumb and Blind at Colo- 
rado Springs for about a*week, and he was 
very kindly welcomed. ‘ He was much pleased 
with the country through which he traveled, 
and he noticed emigrants pushing West in 
great numbers. Mr, Turner has been on top 
of Pike’s Peak three times, but could not go 
up this time.on account of the snow, which 
was about fifteen feet deep. He leaves for 
Virginia tonight, and expects to be in New 
Orleans Dee, 18 to hold a service for deaf 
tinutes,”’

GRAND BOMBARDMENT OF THE CLOUDS. 


Gen. Dyrenforth and Party Explode Much 
Material in the Upper Air, 

San Antonio, Tex., Nov. 30.—[Special.]— 
Gen. R. T. Dyrenforth and party are giving a 
grand pyr&technical display here tonight. 
They began the bombardment shortly after 6 
o’clock, and wil\keep it up continuously all 
night unless comelled to desist on account 
of rain. There is, however, but little proba- 
bility that their work will be interfered with 
by any such incident. The apparent indica- 
tions for fair weather were never better. This 
experiment of rainmaking will be the most thor- 
ough and extensive ever given by Gen, Dyren- 
fourth, but it will mot bea final test.

He held that the committee’s inter- 
pretation of his language was not warranted.

that Prof. Smith, while inquiring into the 
principles of the church, had done it in such a 
way in these articles as to injure the peace and 
purity of the church, because if the church or- 
ganization was to be maintained it was indis- 
pensable that the Bible be regarded as abso- 
lutely infallible. 

Prof. Smith complained once more of the 
ambiguity of the charge, which might mean 
to charge him with disloyalty, a denial of the 
right of discipline, or @ violation of ‘his vows.

thority of the church. Summing up, he said 
there was no evidence to show that he im- 
ugned the Westminstér doctrine, or that 

e assailed the fundamental principles of 
church order. 

The closing argument was made by Dr. Mc- 
Kibben of the Prosecuting committee. His 
argument followed closely the language of 
the articles cited to sustain the committee’s 
position—namely: that Prof. Smith taught 
that a minister may abandon essential feat- 
ures of doctrine of the church and still right- 
fully maintain his position. He closed with 
again calling attention to the question to be 
decided—not what Prof. Smith holds or be- 
heves, but what is a fair interpretation of his 
teachings 1n the articles cited.

SETTLING THE “L” ROAD TROU 


Probability of a Peaceable Adjustment of 
the Existing Differences. 

It is now probable that the differences be- 
tween the employés and the officials of the 
Alley *“*L”’ road will be settled before the end 
of the week. 

Chief P. M. Arthur of the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers arrived in the city_yes- 
terday morning and had a long conference 
with the committee of employés at the Grand 
Pacific Hotel. Everything in relation to the 
situation was thoroughly talked over. Chief 
Arthur expressed himself as well pleased with 
the manner in which the employés have acted. 
A request for an audience was sent to General 
Manager Barnard and he expressed his will- 
‘ingness to meet the Chief and the committee. 
They called on him at the Virginia Hotel and 
passed the entire afternoon in conference, | 

General Manager Barnard was pleasant, 
and assured the committeemen that he had no 
personal spite against any of the discharged 
or suspended, men. The committee assured 
him there was no desire to make trouble for 
the company, but the belief was expressed 
that the discharges were ill-advised and hasty. 
As to that, Mr. Barnard said he could not 
make any statement until the matter had been 
fully investigated. When his attention was 
called to the fact that the general ‘order had 
suspended Engineers W. F. Van Horn and A. 
A. Schwiad, members. of the committee 
which called on him to present evidence 
against certain recently employed men, he 
said that that part of the order should be re- 
scinded, the men be allowed full time, and 
that they could report for duty at once, and 
that they were suspended under a misappre- 
hension. 

No conference will be held today, as Gen- 
eral Manager Barnard must devote himself to 
settling up the business of the road for the 
last month. A conference will be heid Friday 
morning, however, at which all matters per- 
taining to the meeting of last Friday night 
will be taken up and settled one way or the 
other. After that is disposed of the questions 
touching the qualifications of recently em- 
ployed men in the operating department will 
be taken up. 

This morning Chief Arthur at the invitation 
of General Manager Barnard will take a ride 
over the road. He will remain in Chicago 
until the matter is settled. 

The statement that only a few of the engi- 
neers are members of the brotherhood is de- 
nied. There are only two or three who are not 
mem bers of either the engineers’ or .firemen’s 
order.

REPORT ON PENSIONS. 


EXPENDITURES WILL OONTINUE TO 
INOREASE FOR A YEAR. 


Representative O’Neill of Opinion That 

- Something Must Be Done to Put a Stop 
to the Outflow—Commissioner Raum 
Shows the Work of His Bureau—Amount 
Expended for Pensions $139,035,612— 
Democrats Will Try to Get Four Sena- 
tors from Arizona and New Mexico, 


Wasuinaton, D. C., Nov. 30.—[Special. ]— 
Representative O’Neiil. of Massachusetts, of 
the subcommittee of the Appropriations com- 
mittee charged with the preparation of the 
Pension bill, said today: 

Something will have to be done to put a stop to 
the continued growth of the pension expendi- 
tures. Since July the Pension Office has been 
paying out $14,000.000 a month, and at this rate 
the annual expenditures would be $168,000,000. 
The period covered is always the lightestin the 
year, for the reason that it isthe time when the 
clerks in the Pension Office are taking their an- 
nualleaves and there are fewbr cases disposed of 
than at other seasons. There are now mure than 
900,000 applications fur pensions on file awaiting 
tne action of the bureau, and it would be 
impossible for the limit of the pension expendi- 
ture to be reached in the next fiscal year. In- 
crease would continue until there was some radi- 
cal and decided legislation by Congress to stop 
it. There are onthe rolls thousands of names 
that do not properly belong there, There are 
millionaires drawing pensions, and there are 
large numbers of government employés receiving 
liberal wages from the government and at the 
same time drawing large pensions. I would have 
every such pension stop as long as the salary con- 
tinuea. Another class of pensioners deserv- 
ing the attention of the economists is the 
large number of soldiers’ widows. The line 
ought co be drawn on the payment of pensions to 
young women who had married the old soldiers 
simply on account of the pensions or because 
they knew that in the event of the death of their 
aged husbands they would receive the pensions, 

Commissioner Raum’s Annual Report. 

The annual report of Green B. Raum, Com- 
missioner of Pensions, shows that there were 
on the pension rolls June 30, 1892, 876,062 pen- 
sioners, an increase during the year of 199,908, 
There were added to the rolls during the year 
222,937 new pensioners and 2,477 pensioners 
previously dropped were restored to the pen- 
sion lists. During the year 25,306 persons 
were dropped from the rolls, 

The total amount expended for pensions 
during the fiscal year was $139,035,612. For 
the present fiscal year $144,956,000 is appropri- 
ated, and, taking the cost of the pension al- 
lowances during the first four monthsof this 
fiscal year as a basis of calculation, the Corn- 
missioner estimates that a deticiency appro- 
priation of $10,508,621 will be necessary to 
supplement this year’s appropriation, An es- 
timate of $165,000,000 is submitted for the 
next fiscal year. 

Under the Dependent and Disability Pen- 
sion act 920,957 claims have been filed, of 
which number 403,859 have been allowed. The 
pension payments under the law up to Sept. 
30, 1892, amounted to $76,494,443. 

The Commissioner says that the policy of 
the,office for three years has been to use the 
larger part of the official force upon original 
claims. believing it just that those who have 
never received a pension shuvuld have their 
cases considered in advance of those persons 
seeking an increase of pension. 

During the iast fiscal year 224,047 certifi- 
cates were issued in original cases and 79,781 
in increase claims. Commissioner Raum is 
of the opinion that, if this policy be pursued 
until the close of the fiscal year 1894, the ad- 
judication of original claims will be substan- 
tially completed, and that at the close of 1894 
the highest nu_ober of pensioners ever to be 
on the rolls will have been placed there. 

Original Claims Pending. 

There are 449,876 original claims pending, 
- which number 109,000 are apparently com- 
piete. 

During the year first payments were made 
in 306,463 cases, requiring an expenditure of 
$45,144,167, including 230,232 original claims 
amounting to $37,884,288. The average value 
of original payments was $164.55, and of 
original payments under the Disability act 
$127.19. The aggregate arfaual value of the 
876,068 pensions on the rolis June 30, 1892, 
was $116,879,867, 

At the cl.se of the fiscal year there was a 
balance on hand from the appropriation for 
pensions of $2,289,714, and a deficiency in the 
appropriation for payment of fees and ex- 
penses of examining surgeons of $305,000. 
The number of claims of all kinds pending 
Oct. 12, 1892, was 788,061, of which 353,434 
were filed under the Disability act. 

The Revolutionary and 1812 war rolls are 
rapidly dwindling. QOn!y twenty widows and 
two daughters of Revolutionary veterans are 
on the former roll. The survivors of the war 
of 1812 on the rolls now number only 185, 
against 284 a year before. 

Mr. Rauin closes with a comparative state- 
ment of the work done under the Clevéland 
and Harrison administrations. He says: 

The total numberof original certificates issued 
from March 4, 1889, to Oct. 31, 159%, was 520,565. 
and the total number of pension certificates wf 
all classes issued during said period was 
835,048, while during the period from March 
4, 1885, to Oct. 31, 1888, the number of original 
certificates issued was 145,769, and the total num- 
ber of certificates issued during that period was 
402.355, being an excess of original certificates 
issued during the period of your administration 
of 334.796, and an aggregate excess of all classes 
of certificates of 432,663. 

The average cost to the government of each 
certificate granted during the Cleveland ad- 
ministration, the Commissioner says, was 
$10.41, and he adds: 

The work of the office was far in arrears when 
this administration took charge of the Bureau of 
Pensions, while today the -business is as nearly 
current as it can be made. 


DEMOCRATS WANT FOUR SENATORS. 


Efforts Likely to Be Made for the Admis- 
sion of Arizona and New Mexico. 

Wasutneton, D. C., Nov. 30.—[{Special. |— 
If the Democrats have forty-four Senators 
they will have control by the casting vote of 
the Vice-President. If they fall short of that 
number they will be dependent upon the votes 
of third party Senators. By the admission of 
Arizona and New Mexico in. the spring the 
Democrats think they can count with cer- 
tainty on having four more Senators of their 
own faith by the time they are ready to get 
together again in the fall. It is proposed that 
if New Mexico and Arizona are not admitted 
this winter Congress may be convened in 
March to act on these two bills only, so as to 
enable the two States to organize and elect 
Senators before the time for the regular meet- 
ing of Congress. The further development of 
the plan is to have Congress take a recess as 
soon as the admission of the two States is dis- 
posed of and meet again in September or 
October, when the Ways and Means commit- 
tee shall have a tariff bill reAdy for action, 
and to have a final vote on the bill in the 
House by Jan. 1, 1893. 


MISCELLANEOUS WASHINGTON NEWS. 


Impending Trouble with Black Horse Set- 
tled—The Cherokee Commission. 

WasHinGTon, D.C., Nov. 30.—[Special.]—Gen. 
McCook advised the War Department today that 
the “talk’’ with Black Horse and his followers, 
who had become incensed over the efforts of 
Agent Shipley to compel by force the Indian 
children to attend the public school, had ended 
satisfactorily, and that there are no further signs 
of trouble. The Cherokee Commission, consisting 
of Judge Davis A. Jerome of Michigan, Alfred M. 
Wilson of Arkansas, and Warren G. Sayre of In- 
diana, has sent to the Secretary of the Interior 
the agreement recently concluded with the four 
confederated bands of Pawnee Indians in the In- 
dian Territory. The Indians cede to the United 
States the residue of 253.020 acres after they shall 
have taken therefrom their allotments. The In- 
dians number 800.: By the agreement the govern- 
ment pledges itself to continue the annuity ot 
$30,000 under former treaties, with the stipula- 
tion that the President may at any time terminate 
it upon the payment of a fair and equitable single 
amount in lieu thereof. The Indians are to re- 
ceive $1.025 an acre for their surplus lands. 
The Cherokee Commission since its appointment 
concladed agreements with the following tribes 
the number of acres in each reservation being 

laced after the name: lLowas,'228,418; Sacs and 

oxes, 479,668; Pottawatomies and . Absentee 
Sbawnees, 575.870; Cheyennes and Arapahoes, 
4,297,504, which includes 743,610 acres of the 
Wichita reservation; Kickapoos, 206,466: Chero- 
kees, 6.343,479, which includes 90,711 acres of the 
Tonkawa reservation and the 253,020 acres of the 
Pawnee and Comanche, Kiowa and Apache, 2.-

"The Rev. Carlos Martin of the Sixth Pres- 
byterian Church to Preach Sunday. 

The Rev. Carlos Martin, who has been called 
to the pastorate of the Sixth Presbyterian 
Church, corner of Vincennes avenue and 
Thirty-sixth street, will preach his first sermon 
there next Sunday morning. A social gather- 
ing wiil be held in the church parlors the fol- 
lowing Thursday evening to welcome the new 
pastor. Dr. Martin’s reputation as @ forceful 
and popular preacher has preceded him here 
and Sunday’s services are likely to be well 
attended. 

Dr. Martin comes from the First Dutch Re- 
formed Church of Newark, N. J., where he 
has served most acceptably for the last two 
years. He is in the primeof life and is a ripe 
scholar, an eloquent preacher, and a writer of 
force and wide reputation. He was born in 
New York aiittle less.than fifty years ago and 
was educated in the public schools. In 1869 
he went to St. Louis and became pastor of the 
Pilgrim Congregationnl Church In 1876 he 
returned to New York City and took charge of 
the Thirty-fourth Street Reformed Church, 
where he remained seven years. For five 
years he was pastor of tne Bloomingdale RKe- 
formed Church in Harlem. As a result of 
overwork in building.ap the latter he was com- 
pelled to resign his pastorate in 188%, For a 
year he devoted himself to editmg Funk & 
Wagnalls’ series of “ Biographies of Ameri- 
ean Reformers.”’ The most notable volume 
was the * Lite and Work of Wendell Phillips,”’ 
which Joseph Cook styled as_ the best biog- 
raphy ever written ef that famous man, and 
which was commended by such authorities as 
Chauncey M. Depew, James Russell Lowell, 
Dr. Talmage, and James G. Blaine. In 
April, 1890, Dr, Martin accepted a unanimous 
call to the old Fi Reformed Church of 
Newark. During his pastorate the church in- 
creased over 250 in tenibership. He is con- 
sidered one of the most learned expounders of 
scripture in the East. 

In appearance Dr. Martin is tall, very digni- 
fied; and impresses ape’ as a manof great 
learning. is face isan ‘ index to bis charac- 
ter and shows great inteliigence integrity. 
His voice is clear and distinct and his gestures 
graceful.

Boston, Mass., Nov. 30.—[Special. |—It is 
learned that the reason for the adjournment 
of the Fall River grand jury from Nov. 21 to 
Dec. 1 was that Attorney-General Pilsbury be- 
lieves that Lizzie Borden is insane, and the 
jury took a recess, during which ex- 
perts should investigate as top Miss 
Borden’s sanity. The double murder 
was regarded at the outset as® the deed of 
some one devoid of reason. The crime itself 
proves conclusively that none but a crazy 
person, one momentarily crazed or otherwise, 
could have done it. Lizzie Borden’s queer 
actions and doings have long been a matter of 
remark among her acqvkintances. District 
Attorney Knowlton notified the court at 
Taunton this afternoon that the grand jury 
would probably report tomorrow. 


Sets Up Claim to Valuable Property. 

Los ANGELES, Cal., Nov. 3.—Mrs. Adelia Free- 
man, living in San Diego, has filed suit here set- 
ting up claim to $1,500,000 worth of property, 
making sixty-two persons defendants. She claims 
to be the child of Gaston Oxart, who died in this 
city in 1888, leaving the property in question. 
After Oxart died Simon P. Gless offered for pro- 
bate what purported to be the will of the de- 
ceased. whereby the entire estate was devised to 
him. Mrs. Freeman attempted to secare a foot- 
ing in court and failed through fault of her law- 
yer.

DR. MARTIN SELECTED. 


HE IS SANITARY INSPECTOR FOR 
THE DRAINAGE BOARD. 


Trustees Appoint Him on the Recommenda- 
tion of the Co ittee on Health and 
Public Order—William D. Barge Gets a 
Position Worth $3,000 a Year—Report 
from the}Engineers on the Avafiability 
of the Old Canal—Kevision of the Build- 
ing Ordinance—Municipal News. 


Dr. William A. Martin, No. 324 Blue Island 
avenue, Was chosen Sanitary Inspector by the 


‘Drainage Board yesterday and a salary of $200a 


month was voted him. There weretwo contes- 
tan‘s for the place—Dr. F. W. Reilly, Secretary 
of the State Board of Health, and Dr. Martin. 
The former was nominated by Trustee Bolden- 
weck in a minority report from the Committee 
on Health and Public Order. The majority 
report. from the committee favored Dr. 
Martin. The appointee is a well-known West 
Side physician who was compelled to give up 
his practice a short time ago because of ill 
health. 

Attorney Carter nominated ‘William B. 
Barge as assistant attorney at a salary of 
$3,000 a year, and the board confirmed the 
nomination. Mr. Barge was formerly a mem- 
ber of the firm of Pinckney, Tatge & Barge, 
but at present is in the office of Edmuna 
Furthmann. 

The “eight hour’? day question came up 

again ina report from the Joint .Committee 
on Engineering and Finance, presented by 
Trustee Boldenweck. The recommendations 
of the committee were adopted, which were 
in effect that the board should not interfere 
with the present practice of contracturs in 
hiring laborers by the hour. 
_ A report from the Committee on Engineer- 
ing, 10 answer to a request for information. 
from Milton George, Michael Haley, and 
William Leigue, was adopted. A portion of 
the report follows: 


As to,the legal points, it may be said that the 
Illinois ana Michigan Canal cannot be used as a 
part of the drainage channel outside of Cook 
County, as is clearly stated in Sec. 17 of the Sani- 
tary District law’ This question was fully dis- 
cussed in the opinion of the attorney and general 
counsel given to the board on Feb, 24, 1892. There 
are about nine and one-half miles of the Llinois 
and Michigan Canal lying in Will County this 
side of Joliet. About one and one-half miles of 
the canal form the boundary between Du Page 
and Cook Counties, half of the canal being in Du 
Page and halfin Cook. As this one and one-half 
miles cannot be used it would not be practicable 
to use the three and one-haif miles of the canal 
between the Will County line and this portion of 
the canal which lies partly in Du Page and partly 
in Cook County, so it may be said tbat it is 
not possible to use the canal for a distance of 
five miles this side of the Wili County line. 

The total length of the canal from Bridgeport to 
the Will County line is about twenty-three miles. 
That portion of it lying east of Summit, being 
nearly nine miles in length, has already been 
adopted by the. board as a part of its channel. 
These nine miles, with the five miles mentioned, 
make fourteen miles of route, which, taken from 
the entire length of twenty-three miles, leaves 
available but nine miles of the canal in Cook 
County not to be taken by the district for its 
channel. 

Under the head of engineering the various 
points raised by the committee refer: 1. To the 
location of the main drainage channel. 2. Tothe 
carrying capacity of the Lilinois and Michigan 
Canal. 3. To the temporary relie* for the district 
during the construction of the main channel. 


The Old Canal Not Available. 


We express no opinion as to the wisdom of the 
location of the present Lllinoss and Michigan 
Canal. That canal was located solely for naviga- 
ble purposes, and in its original form its upper 
reach from Chicago to kport was supplied 
with water from the Calumet feeder, and was 
practically level throughout, this reach being 
several feet abuve the level of Lake Michigan. 
While such a canal might have the best possible 
alignment for.the conditions controlling its con- 
struction, its location might be the very worst for 
such a channel as the Sanitary District must aa 
vide—namely: one which starts with the lake 
level at Chicago and descends as much as ten 
feet in the first thirty miles, so that the wisdom 
or unwisdom of the first location under the then 
existing conditions is no criterion for the Saui- 
tary District. The facts are that if the Llinoiws 
and Michigan Canal were not in existence no 
competent engineer would locate the main drain- 
age channel in its present path througtout. 

Again, the Illinois and Michigan Canal must 
be kept in operation both for navigable purposes 
and for temporary drainage for “hicago during 
the time of construction of the main drainage 
canal. To undertake to follow it throughout 
would be to add anywhere from 33% to 50 per 
cent to the’cost of the main drainage channel, as 
much of the rock, as wellas the miscellaneous 
glacial drift, would have to be excavated at 
greatly increased cost. 

The committee asks: ** Would not dredging the 
original depth and throwing open the old canal 
to unobstructed passage of water through it. ex- 
cept as to maintenance of lockage for navigation 
for boats; afford immediate relief for the sewage 
of Chicago, without the cost and maintenance of 
Bridgeport pumps?” 

This question is based upon the old fallacy 
with which the city and canal authorities have 
had to deal ever since the lilinois and Michigan 
Canal was deepened so as to create a gravity flow 
through it. Itis a popular notion that if the 
gates at Lockport were opened or that the canal 
by some means at that point should be given a 
free discharge the flow of water through it would 
be something enormous, the velocity ing so in- 
creased that boats could not navigate it. 
The facts are that if this were done 
and the Bridgeport pumps abandoned 
the discharge of the canal, while the 
lake was at datum, would drop to less than 20,000 
cubic feet a minute, even if the sedimentation 
was removed therefrom so that it had its original 
section. The original plant at Bridgeport, when 
in its best working order, furnished a discharge 
of from 45,000 to 60,000 cubic feet a minute, aud 
the City of Chicago is engaged in raising the ca- 
pacity to 80,000 cubic feeta minute. Whatever 
may be done at Lockport there is no way of in- 
creasing the discharge through the IUinois and 
Michigan Canal except by pumping and the 
amount of this increase is dependent wholly upon 
the height to which the surface of the water in 
the canal is raised at the pumps. There has 
never been any trouble in getting the water out 
of the canal at Lockport. 

As to temporary relief, the records of the board 
furnish full information as to the plan that the 
board is proceeding to carry out—namely: that of 
controlling the Desplaines flaod waters, of deep- 
ening and widening the canal at Sammit, and, if 
the legal difficulties are removed by the next Leg- 
isiature, the erection of pumping works at Sum- 
mit, with a capacity of 100,000 cubic feet per min- 
ute.

REVISING THE BUILDING ORDINANCE, 


Recommendations of the Council Commit- 
tee—Commissioner’s Term Limited. 

Consideration of the revised building ordi- 
nance occupied the attention of the special 
Council committee for three hours yesterday. 
An attempt to extend the term of the Building 
Commissioner to five years was one of the 
matters discussed. It was not adopted. An- 
other change suggested was that the Commis- 
sioner of Buildings be required to obtain a 
certificate from a committee of architects. 
That was not adopted. Ald. Sexton said the 
appointment should be in the hands of the 
Mayor. Mr. Adler said the proposed measure 
strengthened the Mayor by giving his ap- 
pointee a recommendation from a technical 
society. 

Mr. Downey suggested that the committee 
appointed by the architects institute should 
be replaced by a board consisting of two 
architects and two builders, which four should 
elect a fifth member. Aid, Sexton said such 
an amendment would virtually give an execu- 
tive committee a veto powér on the Mayor’s 
appointment. The measure, he said, would 
never pass ‘he Council in that shape. In 
view of these statements Mr. Adler thought 
it better to drop the disputed section rather 
than jeopardize the entire ordinance.

INSURANCE NEWS. 


The late aichaiiiaiiee' shaiesen the gener- 
al agents and the local Board of Underwriters re- 
garding the latter’s summar assumption of 
compact territory has simmered down somewhat. 
fhe general agents, after several fruitless meet- 
ings, have resolved to invite the board to a con- 
ference and a mutual settlement of grievances. 
Neither side can do without the other. Both are 
interested in obtaining the same general results, 
Both are practically satisfied that the bocal board 
must have charge of the city vusiness. The way 
of accomplishing this end is alone the cause of 
the differences. The general agents think the 
beard’s action ——— consulting themselves was 
hasty. Ti bo rd as a body is highly satisfied 
with its woeatnngg Some few members are not. All 
are disposed to be reasonable, and it is quite 
likely a joint meeting | will be held shortly and the 
entire matter adjusted. 


Life-insurance men are disposed to hail the 
coming of the new company, the Chicago Mutual 
Life Assurance company, with anything but en- 
couraging prophecies. They int to the fact 
that nine out of ten of the level premium compa- 
nies that have been organized during the_ last 
twenty years have gone into liquidation. They 
say it is idle for new companies today to expect 
to succeed, as did the Mutual Life, the Equitable, 
and otLer large offices years ago, when the com- 
missions paid to agents were 5 and 10 per cent 
and to general agents 7% and 15 percent. The 
commissions and bonuses now paid to ——* and 
officials are over 50 per cent and often closely ap- 


-proach the total premium. 


Such general and unexpected losses as those 
characterizing the insurance business of the 
month just ended have rarely been experienced. 
Senacel agents complain that preferred risks 
seem to have suffered as heavily as the special 
hazards. The formerhave been so bad indeed 
that some managers talk facetiously of placing 
dwellings on the prohibited list. The losses have 
run way in advance of the losses expected and 
peculiar to this season of the year. They can 
only be accounted for, say several of the agents, 
by the approach of dull times. This always in- 
creases the moral hazard and consequently the 
losses. 

Some of the general insurance agents are 
holding out strenuously against any change in 
the inspection or classification of steel steamers 
until the troublesome questions which have arisen 
over thé formation of the new Chicago lnsurance 
company have been settled, They claim that 
there is no benefit to be derived in restoring the 
confidence of foreign underwriters in lake vessels 
by a thorough inspection, if the grain insurance 
business 1s to be inonopolized next season. It is 
said that the winter storage and spring insurance 
rates on the grain had been reduced 30 per cent at 
Duluth owing to the uncertainty in grain insur- 
ance for next year.

-AOTION OF TRUNK LINES CONFIRMED 


BY WESTERN MANAGERS. 


Same Course to Be Pursued matinee 
East-Bound Traffic as on West-Bound 
—Aldace F. Walker Chairman of the 
Joint Committee — Blanchard’s Title 
Changed to Commissioner— W orld’s Fair 
Fares Ratified—Western Managers Still 
at Work--Other Railroad News, 

An important meeting of Presidents, Gen- 

eral Managers, and other general officers of 

roads ia Central Traffic Association territory 
was held yesterday. Its object was to ratify 
the action taken by the trunk line Presidents 
regarding 2 division of traffic from the sea- 
board to the West and to extend the same ar- 
rangement to the traffic from Chicago, St. 

Louis, etc., to the East; also to ratify the ac- 

tion of the trunk lines regarding World’s Fair 

rates. 

Resolutions were adopted that east»bound 
rates be positively restored today Ly all lines 
to the last agreed tariff basis. 

It was recommended that the officers of the 
Joint committee be three in number—-Aldace 
F. Walker, Chairman; J. F. Goddard of the 
Trunk Line Association, Eastern Vice-Chair-

man + and George R. Blanchard of the Central 


Traffic Association, Western Vice-Chairman, 
and that they deal with questions to be arbi- 
trated so that there will be a board of three on 
all questions, whether they relate to Eastern 


or Western affairs. 
Commissioners Goddard and Bianchard will 
continue to give ail orders as to rates and 
changes in rates, freight and passenger, over 
their signatures. Chairman Blanchard’s title 
was changed to Commissioner. es 
As to pools, the three officers of the joint 
committee were constituted -a committee to 
represent to the Inter-State Commerce Com- 
mission and Congress the defects of the pres- 
ent law and the remedies suggested, une. of 
‘these remedies, in the judgment of the meet- 
, being the restoration of the right of the 
railroads to pool, under suitable restrictions 
which protect the public as well as the rail- 


roads. 

Resolutions were adopted providing for the 
strict maintenance cf passenger rates and the 
stoppage of commission payments, tu go into 
effect today. No commissions are to be paid 
by any of the association lines, but agents are 
not prohibited from accepting commissions 
from foreign lines. | : 

* There was an animated discussion regard- 
ang World’s Fair rates, but a resolution to rat- 
‘ify the action taken by the trunk line Presi- 
dents at the New York meeting was adopted. 
It provides that as to seaboard traffic to and 
frown Chicago on all trains pre | thirty-five 
hoursor less the present rates shail be main- 
tained, and that on trains taking over thirty-five 
hours a reduction of 20 per cent be made. 
The question of World’s Fair fares in Central 
Traffic Association territory, forms of tickets, 
and one-way or round-triptickets was referred 
to a subsequent meeting to be called by Com- 
missioner Blanchard. 


BROKERS WITH FORGED PASSES, 


Iwo Arrests Made in Washington—How 


the Scheme Was Worked. 

Wasurineton, D. C., Nov. 30.—[Special.]— 
Officials of the Baltimore and Ohio in Balti- 
more have had reason to believe that for some 
time they were being victimized by the issue 
of passes over their road. The matter was 
placed in the hands of the chief of Baltimore 
and Ohio detectives. Monday he came to 
Washington and secured the assistance of De- 
tectives Quinlan and Carter, who boarded the 
‘Chicago express, for which city the passes 
were issued. Four of the passes were of- 
fered by Harry B. Kennedy of Wil- 
mington, Del.: John Woger of Rochester, N. 
Y.; and L. L. Watkins and C. H. Walker of 
Gaithersburg, Mi. They returned to this city 
with the officers ana pointed out the ticket 
brokerage offices of Wilber W. Marmaduke, 
in the Totel Lawrence, and James L. Will- 
iams, No. 493 Pennsylvauia avenue, where 
the pusses were bought. The brokers were 
arrested, charged with forgery, and heid to 
the grand jury. ‘The scheme, said Detective 
Grannan, was worked by eome employé of 
the coinpany who had access to the passes. 
The latter are bound in book form, and all 
bear the stereotyped signature of General 
Manager Odell, but are not good unless 
countersigned by Mr. Odeli’s chief clerk, M. 
A. Powers. The biadings on the books were 


removed and the blank passes extracted. The 


name of Mr. Powers was then forged and the 

placed in the hands of the brokers. 

Other brokers in this city have been handling 

me passes, and more arrests are liable to fol- 
Ww. . 


SLIGHT PROGRESS WAS MADE. 


Managers’ Committee Still Wrestling with 
Western Agreements. 

The committee of Vice-Presidents and 
Traffic Managers of Western roads further 
considered yesterday. the proposed plans for 

organizing the existing Western railroad as- 
-pociations. It was virtually decided that Utah 
and Colorado traffic be divided between the 
Various roads and thatthree arbitrators should 
settle all questions of dispute. The modus 
operandi for making arbitrations was outlined, 
but how to select the arbitrators and who they 
shall be is still an open question. No headway 
was made whatever upon the all-important 
question of dividing traffic at the Missouri 
River or what business should’ be considered 
competitive. The lines east of the Missouri 
River, or rather those terminating at the Mis- 
souri River, want the whole business from 
west of the river put ina “‘pot”’ and divided 
proportionally between the lines at the Mis- 
souri River. ~ The roads which have extensions 
west of the river refuse to go into a scheme of 
that kind, because they would get no remun- 


' eration for the capital invested in building 


their extensions west of the river. The com- 
mittee wiil meet again this morning. 


Santa Fe’s Withdrawal Discussed 
A meeting of Presidents and General Managers 
of roads interested in the passenger business be- 
tween Chicago, St. Louis, and Southwestern Mis- 


souri River points was held yesterday to consider / 


the Santa Fé’s notice of withdrawal from the 
. Western Passenger Association unless the busi- 


* ness between Chicago. St. Louis, and Kansas City 


was excluded from the operation of the agree 
ment for at least s1x months. Jt was suggested 
that all trouble could be avoided if the Aiton 
would consent to come back into the association, 
The Alton declined, unless an apology was made 
by the association lines and the action of Chair- 
man Finley forcing the Alton out of the associa- 
tion was repudiated. This the other roads were 
unwilling to do and the conference broke up with- 
out baving come to any conclusion. 


Mexican Railroad Project. 

Crry or Mexico, Nov. 30.—A number of impor- 
tant railroad projects are on foot in Mexico 
which will be consummated within the ‘next 
twelve months. The announcement was made 


today that the Mexican Southern company will, 


extend that road from Oaxaca, to which city it 
has just been placed in operation, to Tehuantepec 
on the Pacific coast. The opening of the Mexican 
Southern road trom Puebla to Oaxaca has proven 
of incalculable benefit tothe rich agricultural 
country which the line penetrat The price of 
colfee lands has risen SW per cent in the State of 
Oaxaca. The work on the Tehuantepec railroad 


- is progressing rapidly. 


Steamers to Newport News, 

BaLtrmore, Md., Nov. 30.—A new steamship 
line, to run between Newport News and Luver- 
pool, has been formed and the articles of associa- 
tioh signed. The new organizaton is “The Ches- 
apeake and Ohio Steamship company, limited.” 
The capital is furnished by Englishmen and those 
interested in the Chesapeake and Obio railroad. 
Among the American directors are M. E. Ingalls, 
President, and Decatur Axteil, General Manager 
of oat company. Six first-class vessels are to be 
put on.

WILL OF HIRAM WHEELER PROBATED.

The Estate Valued at $481,312.96—Income 
to Be Paid to the Widow. 

Judge Kohisaat admitted to probate yester- 
day the will of the late Hiram Wheeler and 
issued letters testamentary to Eugene and 
Arthur Wheeler, sons of deceased, on giving 
bond in $970,000. The estate left by Mr. 
Wheeler is valued at $481,312.96, consisting of 
personal property worth $195,312.96, realty 
estimated at $286,000, and chattels amounting 
to $5,000. 

The will first appoints the sons, George H., 
Eugene, and Arthur Wheeler, as trustees and 
vests them with the necessary powers to sell, 
convey, and mwanage the estate. They are 
directed to pay the entire net income from 
the estate to the widow, Mrs. Julia Wheeler, 
quarterly or as often as she may desire. After 
the demise of the widow the trustees are to 
set apart out of the estate $100,000 for the use 
and benefit of the son, Frederick A. Wheeler, 
of Baltimore, Md. He is to receive the in- 
come during life and after death the princi- 
pal isto be distributed equally between his 
children. With the exception of the $100,000 
the residue of the estate is bequeathed to the 
two sons, Eugene and Arthur Wheeler, share 
and share alike. Testator says: 

In making this bequest 1 do not forget my 
other sons, Charles Wheeler and George H. 
Wheeler, also of Chicago, who have been for sev- 
eral years associated with me in business, but I 
do not consider them as devisees, for the reason 
that they are, as I believe, so well provided for as 
to be beyond the need of any share in my estate.

LARGE BEERPRODUCT | 


INOREASED OUTPUT OF . OHIOAGO 
BREWERIES IN NOVEMBER. 


Little Change in the Prices of Commodi- 
ties in the Local Speculative Markets— 
Wheat Off a Trifie and Corn Fraction- 
ally Higher—November Lard Bid Up to 
$12 a Tierce—Other Product Lower— 
General Commercial and Financial 
News from Other Parts of the Country 


The internal revenue statistics show that the 
production of beer in Chicago for November in- 
creasedover the corresponding month last year 
40000 barrels. The product in November, 1891, 
was 167,840 barrels. The product for November, 
1892 was 207,825 barrels, an increase of 39,985 bar- 
rels. Just what is the increase shown by the 
breweries represented by the stocks that are ac- 
tively traded in cannot be stated, forthe govern 
ment statistics can only be given out as a whole 
and not in reference to individual companies. 
Notwithstanding this, it is still possible to arrive 
at some conclusion as to the present business of 
the breweries from these figures..The latest offi- 
cial information that is to be had are the reports 
for the year ending Sept. 30, 1891, the re- 
port for this year not having been made public. 
The Chicago Brewing and Malting company 
manufactured in 1891 432,141 barrels. This would 
be a monthly average of 36,011 barreis. The 
profits after charging wages, wateriais, revenue 
stamps, and general expenses, were £234,511, or 
reducing that to dollars, $1,139,723. This shows 
an average profit per barrel, dividing that sum 
by the numberof barrels manufactured, of $2,64. 
As has been said, the monthly average was 36,000 
barrels. If the production last month bears the 
same proportion to the total product as 36,000 
bears to the total product in November, 1891, the 
Brewiue and Malting company must have manu- 
factured last month about 45,000 barrels, or an 
increase of 9,000.barrels. If such an increase as 
that continue for the year we would look forward to 
a total increase of 72,000 barrels. What the prod- 
uct was for the year ending Sept. 30, 1892, cannot 
be said until a report for that year 1s made pub- 
lic. Every year since 1887 has shown heavy in- 
creases. Supposing 1892 to have been no better 
than 1891, as to the volume of the product, which 
is perhaps hardly a fair supposition, then the 
product for the coming year, if the present in- 
crease is maintainéd, would be over 500,000 bar- 
rels. The profits oa that amount figured at $2.64a 
barrel, which was the average profits per barrel 
in 1891, would give total profits of $1,320,000. The 
interest on the bonds requires $190,000, and the 8 
per cent dividends on the preferred stock requires 
$243,000, a total of $433,000. This would leave 
for the common stock and to be charged 
off for depreciation, expenses of management of 
the English company, etc., $857,000. Ten per cent 
on the common stock requires only $303,000. It is 
pretty evident from these figures, if the present 
volume of production and the present price is 
maintained, that present earnings of these brew- 
ery companies are on simply an enormous scale. 
the same calculation might be made in reference 
to the Milwaukee and Chicago breweries, for the 
increase in the volume of that company’s business 
is understood to be quite as great. The com- 
pariso& cannot be made so well, however, on a 
basis of the returns in the Chicago Internal Rev- 
enue Office, for a portion of the product of that 
company is manufactured in Milwaukee and does 
not appear in the revenue statistics of this dis- 
trict. 

It is by no means certain that gold exports this 
week will be as large as has been generally antici- 
pated. There is even a pgssibility that no gold at 
all will go out. None was engaged yesterday and 
the exchange market was asbade heavy, although 

uotations were not affected. The gold coin of- 
ered to shippers at the Subtreasury is reported 
to be unusually light weight, and this acts as a 
barrier to shipments until exchange rates rise 
beyond a polnt that would at some times be con- 
sidered a profitable shipping point. 

The munth closed with exceedingly dull trad- 
ing at the Stock Exchange. In no security was 
there a enough to really merit the name of 
a market. fest Side stock was the most active, 
but the total sales of that security amounted to 
The market closed firmer than it 
opened. The first regular sale was at 205% and 
the last at 206%. The. stock opened at 2064 for 
the account and closed at 20s. Bidding was not 
strong, however. At the close, when the settling 
price was fixed, only 207% was bid. . 

There was little trading in Street’s Stable Car 
stock, with quotations established at 30 for the 
regular stock. Diamond Match continues decid- 
edly strong. It sold up to 145% yesterday. The 
earnings of the company are said to be larger 
than ever before in its history, and the buying is 
understood to be on investment orders by people 
who know something about what this year's 
profits are going to be. Straw Board continues 
fairly firm, but the market is inactive. About all 
the trading there has been in that stock fora 
good while has been done by insiders. They have 
ssemed to think well of it, and have occasionally 
bought, but neither the speculating or investing 
public caa be induced to take much interest in the 
stock. Every one admits t so long as the com- 
bination can be heid together, and prices main- 
tained, profits will be large, but the combination 
will have to be held together fora year or two 
to demoustrate its strength before the stock will 
be in much demand by investors. 

it was a short lived boom that Calumet Dock 
had. It dropped back yesterday to 69, and nv one 
wanted it.

There was not a great deal doing in the local 
markets yesterday as indicated by the narrow 
fluctuations, Trading was largely local in char- 
acter. The signal service map showed generally 
mild weather through the Northwest, with no in- 
dications of a material change today. Some of the 
Northwestern advices stated, however, that there 
was apt to be a heavy storm and lower tempera- 
tures soon and for that reason predicted a falling 
off in the receipts at Northwestern points. 

Estimated receipts for today. Wheat, 140 cars; 
corn, 143 cars; oats, [25 cars. and 26,000 hogs. 

A surprising quantity of December rye came 
out, chiefly in the way of changing to deferred de- 
liveries. Perhaps 100,000 ou for delivery this 
month were sold and January and May bought in 
exchange. This resulted in particular weakness 
in the December which widened to 6c discount 
under May. 

The large shipments of flaxseed posted attract- 
ed some attention, with 116,832 bu reported 
loaded into cars and vessel. Of this 76,300 bu 
were placed in the earpelite Australasia, 
and it was said that this willlay in the Chicago 
or Buffalo harbor all winter. The season is so 
far advanced that vessel agents are indifferent 
about starting out their craft. 

The feature in the oats market was the liberal 
changing of near to deferred futures. Holders of 
December were evidently afraid of deliveries to- 
day, and it was estimated that as much as 1,000,000 
bu were changed over. This was mostly at ic dif- 
ference to May, though for some lots carriers 
finally secured 54%@5\4c premium. 

It was the opinion of some of the traders in 
wheat yesterday that Cudahy had finally con- 
cluded to buy some wheat. Brokers who usually 
do his work were among the best buyers of the 
session and it was taken as a matter of course 
that they were buying for the packer. Among the 
leading purchasers during the morning were Boy- 
den, Roloson, and Rumsey-Chandler.
